FRENCH  GAIN  MUCH  GROUND 

ON  BOTH  SIDES  OF  RIVER 


Capture  German  Second  Lines  and  Village  of  Hem  on 

North — Second  Positions  on  Front  of  Over  Six  Miles 

SouUi,  ol  River  Are  Carried — ^Attack  Near 

Verdun  Repulsed 


LONDON,  July  5.— The  British  official  statement  issued  at  10 
o'clock  tonight  reads: 

"No  special  incidents  of  importance  occurred  today.  Fighting 
■was  continued  all  along  the  battle  front,  but  has  been  mostly  in  the 
nature  of  local  struggles  for  possession  of  strong  points,  the  result  of 
the  day  being  that  our  troops  advanced  slightly  in  certain  sectors  and 
lost  no  ground  previously  gained. 
Germann  Lom  Heavily  in  Attacks 

"The  German  casualties  during  their  attacks  today  were  very 
heavy.  Many  more  prisoners  fell  into  our  hands,  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  prisoners  taken  in  the  last  five  days  now  amounts  to  more  than 
six  thousand. 

"On  the  rest  of  the  front  there  was  ordinary  trench  warfare." 
A  report  issued  in  the  afternoon  said : 

"Heavy  fighting  continued  throughout  the  night  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  Ancre  and  the  Somme.  We  made  further  progress  at 
certain  important  points. 

"German  artillery  has  been  active  in  certain  sectors.  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Thiepval  two  determined  attacks  on  our  new  trenches 
•were  beaten  off  with  loss  to  the  enemy. 

"There  were  no  important  developments  on  the  rest  of  our  front." 

French  Advance  on  Both  Sides 
PARIS,  July  5. — The  French  have  Carried  by  assault  the  second 
German  lines  on  a  front  of  two  kilometres  from  the  Clery-Maricourt 
road  to  the  river  Soni-me,  and  they  have  captured  the  village/of  Hem, 
in  the  same  district,  according  to  the  official  statement  issued  by  the 
French  Wat*  Office  tonight. 

The  French  have  also  captured  all  the  German  second  positions 
south  of  the  River  Somme  on  a  front  of  about  ten  kilometres.  They 
also  have  completed  the  occupation  of  the  village  of  Estrces,  where 
two  JitUMJlri^  Germans.  surr«fi^n(d.    Tb*  comm^ntcatioft  savs: 

"North  of  the  Somme  our  troops  contmUVdflheir  offensive  during 
the  day  and  captured  the  slopes  south  of  Mamelon,  to  the  north  of 
Curlu.  East  of  this  village  our  infantry  carried  by  assault  the  second 
German  position,  which  was  completely  cleared  on  a  front  of  two 
kilometres,  from  the  Clery-Maricourt  road  to  the  river.  Pressing  our 
advantage  further  to  the  east,  we  attacked  and  carried  the  village  of 
Hem,  after  a  severe  battle.  The  Monacu  farm  also  fell  into  our 
hands.  In  these  actions  three  hundred  men  and  three  officers  were 
made  prisoners  by  us. 

Second  Position  Penetrated 

"South  of  the  Somme  we  repulsed  counter-attacks  by  the  enemy 
at  Belloy-en-Sai?terre  and  ejected  the  Germans  from  the  part  of  the 
village  of  Estrees,  which  they  still  occupied.  A  detachment  of  the 
enemy  which  was  holding  a  mill  north  of  this  locality  was  forced  to 
surrender,  and  we  took  200  prisoners  here.  Trenches  running  be- 
tween Estrees  and  Belloy-en-Santerre  lining  been  occupied  by  us, 
the  entire  second  position  of  the  Gemfahs  south  of  the  Somme  is  now 
in  our  hands  for  about  ten  kilometres  (6.21  miles). 

"On  the  north  Verdun  front  there  were  intermittent  artillery 
actions  during  the  day.  ' 

"In  Lorraine,  after  artillery  preparatioip,  the  enemy  attacked  our 
positions  in  the  region  of  St.  Martin,  east  of  Luneville,  and  succeeded 
in  gaining  a  footing  in  our  trenches  at  three  places.     Our  counter- 
attacks immediately  forced  them  out,  and  we  re-occupied  all  the  lost 
-  ground." -^- ' r— ^ .  " 

The  Belgian  communication  says: 

"There  were  vigorous  artillery  actions  at  different  points  of  the 
front.  Our  batteries  successfully  resumed  today  the  systematic  de- 
struction of  the  German  defensive  works  in  the  region  of  Dixmude. 
In  the  afternoon  a  struggle  with  bombs  occurred  at  Dixmude,  and 
there  was  a  violent  artillery  duel  in  the  direction  of  Stecnstraete." 
Large  Area  Taken  Prom  Enemy 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

"North  of  the  Somme  we  resumed  our  offensive  action  and  occu- 
pied last  night  a  line  of  German  trenches  east  of  Curlu. 

"South  of  the  Somme  our  infantry  continued  its  successes  in  the 

direction  of  the  river  and  took  possession  of  the  Sormont  farmfdn  the 

left  bank  opposite  Clery.     AH  the  region  to  tlie  south  lying  between 

•  this  farm  and  Hill  63  on  the  road  which  runs  between  Flaucourt  and 

^  Barleux  is  in  our  possession.^ 

"After  an  intense  bombardment  the  Germans  last  night  attacked 
Belloy-en-Santerre  and  were  able  to  occupy  for  an  instant  the  eastern 
part  of  this  village,  .but  a  counter-attack  brought  the  entire  village 
back  into  our  possession. 

"The  Germans  still  are  holding  their  positions  in  a  part  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Estrees,  where  the  fighting  has  been  very  spirited.  Every 
counter-attack  against  our  positions  has  been  broken  by  our  fire 

Prisoners  and  Guns  Captured 

"The  total  number  of  abl.e-bodied  prisoners  taken  by  us  up  to  the 
present  time  exceeds  9,000.     The  exact  number  of  cannon  captured 
is  not  known.     In  this  connection  it  may  be  said  -that  our  arniy  corps 
operating  south  of  the  Somme  intimates  its  capture  of  sixty  pieces  of ' 
artillery..  ^ 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Meuse  yesterday  evening  an  attack  of  the 
enemy  on  the  redoubts  of  Avocourt  was  c<m»pletely  repulsed  by  the 
fire  of  our  machine  guns. 

"Between  the  region  of  Avocourt  knd  Hill  304  the  Germans  de- 
livered a  strong  attack.  In  spite  of  the  use  in  great  quantities  of 
flaming  Kquids  by  the  enemy  this  attack  resulted  in  iailure  and  cost 
our  assailants  heavy  losses. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  tfte  Meuse  the  bombardment  is  continuing 
with  great  violence  in  the^ region  of  the  Thiaumont  work  and  in  the 
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Briteln'a  Por«lrn  8«creUry  who  is  to  ba 
•l«v»t«d  to  th«  Peerage. 


Letter  Written  by  Adjutant  of 
"^Battalion  lo  Dead  Officer's 

Sister— Victim   of   German 

Heavy  Shell. 


OTTAWA.  July  6.— Th»e  details  of  the 
death  of  Li«ut.-Col.  Harry  Bakes,  M.P. 
for  Brome,  commander  of  the  5tli 
Mounted  Rldea.  who  was  killed  In  the 
openlns  bombardment  of  the  Canadians 
In  the  battle  of  ZUlibeke,  have  been  re- 
oeived  by  Sir  Robert  Borden.  Lieut.- 
Col.  Baker's  only  sister,  In  answering  a 
letter  of  sympathy  from  the  Premier, 
enclosed  a  letter  from  Captain  W. 
Rhodes,  adjutant  of  the  battalion,  who 
was  with  Colonel  Baker  at  the  time  ho 
was  killed.  Miss  Baker  had  gone  to 
Rnsland  to  be  with  her  brother  on  his 
leave  of  absence  In  June,  only  to  learn 
on  her  arrival  of  his  death.  CapUIn 
Rhodes  writes: 

"From  0  a.m.  June  2nd  until  9;80 
p.m.  we  were  subjected  to  an  intense 
flr0  from  suns  of  all  calibres.  The  bat* 
tallon  was  in  support,  about  EOO  yards 
In  the  rear  of  the  first  line  trenches, 
and  In  such  a  position  that  wc  had.no 
adequate  protection  from  the  rain  of 
haavy  shells  which  came  to  search  out 
every  part  of  our  line. 

"To  keep  a  stout  heart  at  such  a  time, 
wben  you  cannot  see  your  enemy  or 
har*  a  otaaitca  tos«eturn  Sny  of  tUt^  Ar* 
you  are  subjected  to  Is  no  easy  tasic. 
but  for  more  than  twelve  hours  your 
brother  not  only  made  whatever  disposi- 
tions were  required  from  time  to  time 
with  cool  and  calm  Judgment,  but  by 
his  cheerfulness  and  calmness  set  Huch 
an  example  to  us  that  none  could  be 
otherwise   than   truly   unafraid. 

"He  always  had  a  cheery  word  to  say 
to  each  of  us. 

Xataaaa  Tlra 

"Our  casualties  were  heavy.  At  8:30 
in  the  evening  the  fire  Increaaed  to  its 
utmost  intensity,  and  for  the  next  hour 
all  we  could  do  was  to  sit  with  our 
backs  to  the  parapet  of  the  trench  and 
do  what  little  we  could  to  help  the 
wounded, 

"From  the  Intensity  of  the  fire  we 
judged  that  an  attack  would  surely  b* 
made  on  this  section  of  our  lino,  and 
had  Juat  decided  that  the  few  of  us  who 
were  left — seven  were  all  we  could 
muster — could  not  hope  to  do  much  to 
stem  It  when  a  shell  burst  among  us, 
killing  or  wounding  all  of  us  who  were 
left,  except  Captain  Draper,  who  re- 
ceived a  bad  shaking  up  from  the  force 
of    the   explosion. 

"Up  to  this  time  the  Colonel's  cheery 
voice  had  always  been  heard,  whenever 
a  shell  or  a  bomb  burst,  calling,  "Are 
you  all  right.  Captain?'  and  I  would 
answer,  'Yes,  air,  are  you?'  I  was  not 
badly  hurt,  and  called  out,  'Are  you  all 
right.  Birr  a«ttlng  no  answer,  I  felt 
over  for  the  Colonel  and  found  him 
lying  unconscious,  but  breat4>lng  faintly. 

"I  cannot  attempt  to  tell  you  how  we 
got  our  dearly  loved  commander  out  of 
the  trench  and  out  of  the  fire  to  a  wood 
for  about  100  yards  till  we  got  into  a 
communication  trench,  which  afforded 
a  IltU«  more  shelter  than  the  one  we 
had  left,  and  where  there  was  a  chance 
to  get  help,  but  wo  escaped  further  In- 
jury on  V*«  "^f^y-         , 

"Here  we  wer«  able  to  render  first 
aid,  but  though  everything  possible  was 
done,  the  Colonel  did  not  regain  con- 
sciousness, and  died  just  as  we  got  to 
the  nearest  dressing  station  at  12:1S 
a.m.  on  the  morning  of  June  S."

SUCCESSES  GAINED 

,    IN  OTHER  SECTORS 


Turkish  Cruisers  Bombard 
Two  Towns  on  Black  Sea 
Coast  —  Teutonic  Capitals 
Report  Some  Successes. 


PETROORAD.  July  6. — The  Rusatana 
hava  cut  the  Dclatyn-Kolomea  raUway, 
the  principal  line  of  communication  for 
the  Austro-German  forces  ^defending 
Liemberg.  and  have  routed  the  enemy 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Uhlester,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  statement  issued 
by  the  War  Office. 

The  official  statement  says: 
"On  the  Lower  Styr  and  "on  the  front 
between  the  Styr  and  Stpkhod  and  fur- 
ther south,  as  far  as  the  region  of  the 
Lower  Lipa,  everywhere  there  have 
^en  mtSirt  destJerate  battles. 

"In  the  region  of  Vulka-Galousiskal 
we  broke  through  three  lines  of  barbed 
wire  entanglements  fitted  with  land 
mines.  In  a  very  desperate  fight  on  the 
Styr,  west  of  Kolkl,  we  overthrew  the 
enemy  and  took  more  than  1,000  prison- 
ers, including  17  officers,  together  with 
three  guns,  17  machine  guns,  two  search- 
lights and   several   thousand   rifles. 

"A  bridging  detachment  lent  the 
troops  most  useful  aid  In  keeping  pace 
with  the  fighting  ualts  and  working 
close  to  the  firing  lines. 

TMBohas  CavtOMS    * 

"In  the  region  north  of  Zaturse  and 
near  Volla  Sadovska  we  seised  the  first 
line  of  enemy  trenches.  We  stopped  by 
artillery  fire  an  enemy  attack  on 
Schkline. 

"In  the  region  of  the  Lower  Llpa  the 
enemy  mAde  a  most  stubborn  attack 
without  rasult.  The  enemy,  who  crossed 
the  Styr  a(>ove  ihe  mouth  of  the  Lipa, 
was  attacked  by  us  and  driven  back  to 
the  river.  Here  we  made  prisoners  of 
seven  officers  and  267  men  and  captured 
two  machine  guns. 

"On  th«  Oalician  front  in  the  direc- 
tion of  tho  Carpathians  there  was  an 
artillery  action.  Our  left  wing  con- 
tinues to  press  the  enemy  back.  On  tha 
road  between  Kolomea  and  Uelatyn  wa 
captured,  a  after  a  fight,  the  vUlage  of 
aaasMlka..*-  'At  tbv.bax^lMt  paint  we  took 
nine  offlicers  and  800  soldfer*'  prisffnerk 
and  captured  two  machine  guns. 
AaraplMMS  Brontlrt  Sows 

"In  the  Gulf  of  Riga  an  enemy  aero- 
plane which  dropped  bombs  on  our 
Phips  was  brought  down  by.  our  avi- 
ators, and  two  passengers  were  taken 
prisoner.  Later,  In  another  duel,  we 
brought  down  a  second  machine.  One 
of  our  aeroplanes  was  also  brought 
down. 

"On  the  Rlga-Dvlnsk  front,  the  artil- 
lery duels  have  grown  more  intense. 
Worthwert  of  Godutslsczkl  we  dislodged 
the  enemy  from  tho  outskirts  of  a 
wood.  In  the  region  north  of  Bmorgon 
we  captured  part  of  an  enemy  position. 

"Seven  enemy  airmen  dropped  bombs 
on  Molodechno  station.  East  of  the 
JUver  Berezina  we  hit  an  enemy  aero- 
plane, which  took  fire  and  fell  south- 
west of  Volojine.  We  made  prisoners  of 
I  he  passengers. 

"North  and  southwest  of  Barano 
vjchi  the  fighting  continues.  We  cap- 
tured at  several  points  the  enemy's  first 
line  defences.  One  of  our  aeroplanes 
raided  Akobelevsky,  southwest  of  Baran- 
ovichi. 

"On  the  Black  Sea,  at  4  o'clock  on 
'iuesday  afternoon,  the  enemy  ship 
Uoeben  bombarded  the  town  of  Tournsa 
end  sank  a  passenger  steamer.  At  the 
same  time  the  Breslau  bombarded 
botchy.  Toward  6  o'clock  in  the  after- 
iioon  the  enemy  ships  disappeared 
southward. 

"Caucaaus  front — East  of  Balburt  we 
t>roke  through  the  enemy's  line  In  spite 
of  desperate  resistance,  and  consolid- 
ated the  ground  won,  repulsing  all  coun- 
ter attacks." 

Taatoala  Baports 

BERLIN,  July  6.— The  following  of- 
liclal  statement  was  issued  at  Vienna 
on  July   1: 

"Near  Tlumach,  a  mass  attack  by 
Kuaslan  cavalry,  six  ranks  deep,  along 
a  front  of  three  kilometres  was  made 
against  our  troops.  The  Russians  a-ere 
dispersed,  suffering  heavy  losses. 
Otherwise,  in  Eastern  Oallcla  and  in 
Hukowina  nothing   important  occurred. 

"in  Volhynia,  attacks  by  Teutonic 
armies  are  making  progress  In  pufhtng 
the  RiMsians  back  south  of  Ukrlnow, 
west  of  Torchln  and   near   Sakul. 

"Since  the  beginning  of  June,  south 
of  the  Pripet.  158  Russian  officers  and 
i!2,03S  men  have  been  taken  prisoners, 
fevfj^  guns,  and  *0  machine  guns  wera 
captured."

MAKING  GOOD  HEADWAY

Allies  Have  Gained  Substantially  in  AtUck  on  German 

Positions — ^Heaviest  Resistance  Offered  to  British 

forces,  Who  Are  Nevertheless  Advancing 

Steadily — Enemy  Efforts

Business  District  of  Town 
Swept  by  Flames,  Driven  by 
Strong  Wind  —  Important 
Buildings  Burned.    . 


ASHCROPT.  B.  C.  July  (.—Fanned 
by  a  strong  west  wind,  fire  destroyed 
the  whole  business  district  of  Ash- 
croft  last  night,  and  early  this  morn- 
ing was  endangering  the  trunk  road 
bridge  over  the  Thompson  and  tho 
residential  section  to  the  west.  So  far 
as  could  be  ascertained  there  has  been 
no  loss  of  life,  although  the  property 
damage  will  probably  exceed   |3SO,000. 

The  blase  started  in  a  bedroom  of 
the  Ashcroft  Hotel  at  about  *:4S  p.m., 
and  three  hours  later  much  of  tho 
town  was  a  mass  of  ruins.  Both 
hotels,  the  Dominion  Government 
building,  a  dozen  stores  and  bank 
buildings  and  the  mass  of  old  wooden 
^  buildings  comprising  Chinatown  had 
gone,  and  men  and  women  were  work- 
ing hard  to  save  their  homes  from 
destruction. 

The  town  lies  between  the  C.  P.  R. 
tracks  and  the  Thompson  River,  tho 
.frame  building*  comprising  the  busl- 
nMR  diatrtot  tor  tb«  moat  part  Uninf 
one  atdsu^f.  1^  wldo  at  root,  along  tho 
other  slqa  of  which  run  tha  C  P.  R. 
traoks.  The  section  house  was  burned, 
but  so  far  the  depot  lAielf  and  tho 
shipping  sheds  are  safe.  Between  tha 
line  of  shops  and  the  river  la  tho 
residential  portion  of  the  town,  and  if 
the  wall  of  flames  should  push  In  that 
direction  son^a  'iHindried  residents  of  the 
rising  little  town  Will  ba  rendered 
homeless. 

Vanned  by  one  of  the  high  wfhds 
which  sweep  througii  the  canyons  of 
tha  Thompson,  the  flames  licked  up 
everything  along  the  main  street,  east 
of  the  Ashcroft  Hotel.  Among  the 
business  houses  to  go  were  the  gen- 
eral merchandise  stores  of  F.  Rosen- 
berg, W.  W.  Ting,  a  Chinese;  H,  W.  M. 
Huston's  drug  store,  the  Grand  Central 
Hotel.  H.  Kolkenbach's  Jewelry  store. 
Northern  Crown  Bank,  J.  Warren's 
bartier  shop.  S.  W.  Plnkham'a  garage 
and  poolroom,  J.  T.  Campbell's  confec- 
tionery, Mark  Dumond's  haWia'are 
store,  Hammond's  warehouse,  Russell's 
moving  picture  theatre.  Huston's  liv- 
ery stable  and  the  ^ome  of  Mr.  H. 
Kplkcnbach.

Successes  in  West  Find  Parallel  on  Russian  and  Italian 

Fronts — Developments  May  Have  Important  Effect 

on  Roumania — German   Counter-Offensive

LONDON.  July  6.— The  French  con- 
tinue to  make  more  progress  than  the 
British  on  the  western  front,  owing 
partly  to  the  more  difficult  ground 
facing  the  British  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  stronger  forcea  are  opposing  them 
because  of  the  belief  among  the  Ger- 
mana  that  the  main  attack  in  tha 
preaant  operations  would  be  on  tho 
British  front. 

But,  despite  their  slower  progress, 
tha  British  ara^  auoceasfuUy — hraaking 
back  heavy  German  counter-attacks 
which  have  boen  delivered  both  day 
aod  night  in  tho  regions  of  La  Bols- 
aello  and  Thiepval,  and  generally,  be- 
twoan  the  Ancre  and  the  Somme, 
where  they  are  making  steady  prog- 
ress. It  is  ostlmatad  that  the  German 
losses  in  the  taattle  of  the  Somme 
thus  far  are  approximately  CO.OOO.  Tho 
capture  of  guns  has  been  comparative- 
ly small,  because  the  Germans,  In  an- 
ticipation of  the  offensive,  withdrew 
their  big  artillery  to  loAger  ranges  bo- 
fore  the  iMittlo  began. 

qiooa  to  Varomao 

According  to  obavrvera  on  the  French 
front,  in  tho  direction  of  Peronno 
there  aro  now  only  throe  moro  tronchea 
batwoen  the  French  and  the  open  coun- 
try, and  if  a  break  can  be  made  in  the 
German  line  here  it  will  t>e  extremely 
serious  for  tb*  Oormana,  who  are 
doubtlosa  hurrying  up  reinforooments 
to  make  aecure  tho  threatened  point. 
The  G«rmana  are  sending  reinforce- 
ments to  the  battlefield  from  as  far  as 
Verdun  and  Lensi  and  It  la  thought 
that  continued  heavy  German  attacks 
on  the  Meuae  may  be  Intended  to  con- 
ceal Important  transfers  of  troops  bo- 
btnd    tha.OOrman   )tjid«.

The 
Germans  aro  offering  atubbdm  resis- 
tance to  tho  Russian  offensive  In  the 
Barano  vltchi  region,  but  on  tho 
whole,  the  Russians  appear  to  have 
the  advantage  here  and  also  In  the 
Lutsk  region.  In  the  Caucasus,  how- 
ever, the  Turks  seem  to  be  more  suc- 
cessful in  holding  up  the     Russiari  ad- 


vance. According  to  a  report  from 
Constantinople  by  way  of  Vlomia.  tha 
Turks  have  driven  the  Rusatana  out 
of   Kermanshah. 

The  Italians  are  keeping  up  their 
strong  fight,  and  altogether  tha  view 
of  the  whole  military  field  continuea 
promising  from  the  standpoint  of  tho 
Entente    Allies.

Meanwhile  the  political  field  has  al- 
most as  abiorblng  an^  tnttrosl.  Tha  ^ 
Roumanian  Government  Is  said  to  ba 
greatly  Impressed  by  the  recent  mili- 
tary situation  of  the  Entente  Allloa, 
and  today's  news  Is  that  tha  two  op- 
posing political  parties  Id  Roumania 
have  already  Joined  forces  in  favor  of 
a  pro-Bntente  policy.  Hopes,  thoro- 
fore.  are  revived  hero  that  Roumania 
soon  will  be  found  in  co-operation  with 
tho  Allies. 

There  is  every  reaaon  to  boliavo  that, 
although  tho  Brltiah  Government  and 
its  Allies  disavow  any  real  ohanga  In 
policy  as  the  result  of  tho  abandon- 
ment of  the  Declaration  of  London, 
steps  have  been  taken  in  tho  neutral 
/countries  of  Europe  which  will  hava 
the  affect  of  Increasing  tho  oconomto 
pressure  on  GernuShy.

Constantinople  Reports  That 
Persian  City  Has  Been 
Taken  From  Russians  After 
Battle  of  Two  Days. 


CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  (.—Tho 
Ruasians  have  lost  Kermanshah  after  a 
flerce  battle,  which  lasted  for  two  days, 
according  to  an  offlclal  statement  issnad 
by  the  Turkish  War  Office. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

"After  the  Ruaaians  had  been  boat- 
en  in  a  battle  at  KermanahaH,  which 
laatad  all  day  and  night,  our  troopa  en- 
tered the  town. 

The  day  before  tho  battio.  it  waa  oa- 
tahllabed  that  the  Russians  had  dotor- 
mlned  to  defend  themaelvao  In  tho  vll- 
lago  of  Mahldeaat.  bat  owing  to  tho  en- 
circling moveroont  of  our  forces,  tho 
enemy  could  not  hold  tho  place,  and  un- 
der the  protection  of  hia  rear  guard  be- 
gan a  retreat  to  prepared  pealClona  wool 
of  Kcnnansbah. 

The  next  day  the  Ruaaian  roar  gnard 
waa  withdrawn  from  Mabldoast  and  onr 
troopa  entered  tha  vUlago  and  otMtM 
in  poranlt  of  the  enemy.  By  nlfhttUI

LONDON,  July  •. — Tho  complete  de- 
tails of  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeori;e'a  scheme  for 
permanent  Home  Rule  in  Ireland  were 
published  in  the  morning  papers.  The 
following  are   tho  principal    features: 

First — An  Irish  House  of  Commons 
will  bo  constituted  by  the  transfer  to 
the  Irish  Parliament  of  78  membeas  now 
sitting  In  the  English  Commons  for  the 
2C  Home  Rule  countiea.  (The  total  Irish 
representatiop  in  the  Imperial  House  of 
Commons  is  lOS,  of  which  2t  memborO 
sit  for  the  six  Ulster  countiea  provis- 
ionally excluded  from  Home  Rule.) 

Second — Of  tho  71  members  to  be 
transferrfd  to  tho  Irish  House  of  Com- 
mons, 70  aro  Natlonallats  or  Independ- 
ents, while  two  are  Unionists,  namely. 
Sir  Edward  Caraon  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Camp- 
boll.  Attorney-General  for  Ireland.  Tbeoe 
two  membera  repreaont  Trinity  College, 
Dublin.  They  have  both  consontod  to 
sit  In  the  Home  Rule  Parllantent,  and 
on  this  faA  oome  hopes  aro  baaed  for 
future  amity. 

Third — Membera  of  the  Irish  Com- 
mons will  retain  their  ooau  in  tho 
Kngltsb  Houaor  and  will  of  Un  bo  aeon 
there,  as  tha  Irlah  body  la  not  expoeted 
to  have  moeh  business  to  transact  at  first. 

Fourth — Considerable  repreaantatlon 
of  the  Unionists  In  the  south  and  west 
of  Ireland  win  be  provided  thranirh  the 
nomlna|lon  of  thotr  representative*  to 
tho  Irlah  Sonata.  It  Is  pro»o*»d  tliat 
tb«  SonaU  sit  and  act  with  the  Irish 
Commons  during  tho  tonipomry  oottlo- 
ment.  thoa  aafagnardlag  tbo  tntomot*  of 
tbo  Unlonlotn.

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Description  of  Battlefields  OvV 
Which  British  Troops  Made 
Their  Advance — Effects  of 
Heavy  Shell  Fire.

THE  riELD.  July  3.— By  Phillip  Gibbe) 
T-Aa  the  hour*  pass  the  British  are 
saining  ground,  extending  their  line 
•Jowly  but  steadily  to  straighten  it  out 
between  the  German  strongholds  which 
tiave  been  eapturad  after  the  heavy 
fighting.  , 

Today,  when  I  went  into  the  heart  of 
these  battleneMs  new  In  British  hands. 
and  around  Frleourt/  where  the  British 
nade  their  most  auccessful  advano.  1 
could  see  the  progress  made  since  the 
first  d«y's  attacks  by  the  elevation  of 
the  shoU  fire,  which  traced  out  the  Ger- 
laan  and  British  lines. 

To  the  right  of  us  was  Mahnetz,  held 
by  the  British  troops,  and  the  enclrclins 
loop  no  longer  dipped  so  steeply  south- 
ward as  before,  bat  curved  gradually 
weetward  below  the  Bols  de  Mamets  un- 
til it  reached  Frleourt  Itself. 

Here  the  Britisb  are  not  only  in  pos- 
session of  the  village,  but  also  have  the 
wood  on  the  high  ground  beyond  the 
Crucifix  trench  on  the  edge  of  tht  :eft. 
and  the  Liosenge  wood,  still  further  to 
the  left.^ 

The  arllish  line  then  runs  to  La 
Boisselle,  most  of  which  was  In  British 
hands  early  this  morning  after  a  fierce 
bombardment,  followed  by  the  Infantry 
advance. 

It  seemed  to  me  from  my  observa- 
tions today  that  the  German  guns  nre 
retiring  further  back  to  e"capo  capture 
or  direct  hits,  for  many  of  their  shrajmei 
shells  appeared  by  the  high  angle  of  fire 
to  come  from  an  extreme  rang-j. 
-All  this  ehows  that  the  British^  are 
pressing  the  Germans  hard  and  fast  thus 
far  they  have  been  unable  to  bring  up 
aupports  to  secure  their  defence. 
lafenal  Oaamdaor  of  War 

Tie  scene  here  was  wonderful,  and 
though  I  have  been  in  ma«y  battlefields 
since  this 'war  began  I  have  never  be- 
fore witnessed  such  a  complete  and 
cloao  picture  of  war  tn  all  its  infernal 
grandeur.  The  wood  of  La  Boisselle 
was  to  my  left  on  rising  slopes,  up 
which  wound  a  white  road  to  that  rag- 
ged fringe  of  broken  tree  truriks,  stand- 
ing like  gallows  trees  against  the  sky- 
line. Immediately  facing  me  was  Los- 
enge  wood,  and  the  Crucifix  trench,  with 
two  separate  trees  known  as  the  Poodles, 
and  Just  across  the  way  to  my  right  in 
the  hollow  that  dips"  below  the  wood 
was  Frleourt. 

Montauban.  which  the  British  took  by 
assault  in  the  first  day's  fighting,  was 
marked  only  by  one  tall  chimney,  the 
rest  of  it  and  the  ruins  being  hidden  be- 
hind a  crest  of  the  ground.  But  to  the 
right  and  near  enough  for  me  to  see 
and  count  its  ruined  houses  was  Ma- 
metz.  lying  in  a  cup  below  the  ridge. 

A  great  bombardment  was  raging 
from  both  sides.  The  Germans  wore 
shelling  the  places  the  British  had  taken 
from  them,  and  the  British  guas  were 
putting  a  heavy  barrage  on  ^ese  posi- 
tions. La  Boisselle  was  beiri^  shelled 
by  shrapnel  with  great  seventy,  and 
there  was  one  spot  at  the  northern  end 
of  the  tree  stumps  where  the  British  and 
German  shells  %eemed  to  meet  and  min- 
Sle  their  ei^Iosions  in  what  was  once 
a  village.  There  were  clouds  of  smoke, 
which  rose  in  columns  and  then  spread 
out  into  thick  palls. 

la  mtmg  of  rin 

The  British  batteries  were  firing  sin- 
gle rounds  and  salvos  in  the  direction 
of  Contalmaison  from  many  places  be- 
hind the  lines,  so  that  I  was  in  the  cen- 
tre of  a  circle  of  guns,  all  concentrating 
upon  the  German  lines  between  Frleourt 
and  Mametx   wood  and   La  Boisselle. 

The  shells  from  the  British  heavies 
came  screaming  overhead  with  a  rising 
note,  which  ended  with  a  rudden  roar 
as  a  missile  burst.,  and  the  field  bat- 
teries were  firing  rapidly  and  continu- 
ously, so  that  the  sharp  crack  of  each 
shot  seemed  to  rip  the  air  as  if  it  were 
made  of  calico. 

The  Germans  were  replying  chleHy  on 
the  ground  about  La  l^olsaelle,  so  that  I 
hated  to  think  of  the  Brltlshert  up  there, 
for  though  It  was  nothing  like  the  Brit- 
ish bombardment,  It  was  heavy  enough 
to  increase  the  cost  they  had  to  pay  for 
progress. 

I  could  see  nothing  of  the  men  in  that 
smoke  and  flame,  but  I  could  see  men 
going  up  toward  It  in  a  quiet,  leisurely 
way,  as  if  strolling  on  a  Summer  morn- 
ing in  peaceful  fields. 

It  was  curious  to  watch  the  British 
soldiers  walking  about  this  battlefield. 
They  seem  very  aimless  In  their  little 
groups,  wandering  about  as  If  picking 
wild  flowers.     Shells  were  whining  and

FroM>  ever  the  ridge  where  the  Cruci- 
fix trench  rans  I  could  see  nion's  heads 
just  above  the  treoches.  Thus  they 
seemed  to  rest  a  while  after  they  come 
into  full  view  below  the  ridges.  'Had 
they  l>een  seen  by  the  German  gunners? 
Why  were  they  running  like  that  down 
the  slope?  Shrapnel  clouds  came 
white  and  curly  above  the  skyline.  Oth- 
ers fluffed  lower  and  nearxto  the  men. 
They  were  In  such  a  bunob  that  one 
shell  would  do  great  dan^age  there. 
They  scattered  a  little,  and  I  saw  their 
figures  taking  cover  in  the  hummocky 
ridge. 

It  was  only  later  that  I  heard  |^t 
these  men  had  been  fighting  heavily 
down  near  the  two  trees  known  as  "i'He 
Poodles."  and  that  they  bad  captured  a 
large  number  of  German  prisoners,  who 
came  toward  them  with  uplifted  hands. 
The  prisoners  were  being  brought  down 
In  small   bunches. 

Up  at  La  Boisselle  the  shelling  was 
still  Intense,  the  British  troops  had  al- 
ready surrounded  parts  of  the  positions 
an^  after  a  concentration  of  the  guns, 
advanced  and  captured  it. 

A  number  of  Germans  were  there  in 
their  dugouts;  tfato  remnants  of  a  bat- 
Ullon  which  had  suffered  frightful 
things  under  the  British  gunfire. 

Some  <ft  the  officers.  It  seems  from 
what  the  prisoners  told  me,  went  away 
to  Contalmaison,  saying  that  they  were 
going  to  bring  up  reserves,  but  they  did 
not  come  back. 

The  other  men,  atwut  250  of  them, 
were  sUylng  in  the  dugouts,  without 
food  and  water,  while  the  British  shells

books  and  papers.     I  pleked  up  one  eC 

them     aad    saw     it     was     "Adrtee    aa 

Sports."    There  was  a  traato  air  la  that 

'little  room,  and  wo  went  out  ^alekly. 

Fribourt  itself  Is  Just  a  heap  of 
frlshtful  ruins,  with  the  remalaa  of 
houses,  which  the  OerauiBs  used  aa  ma- 
chiae  sun  eroplacemeats.  Every  yard  of 
it  waa  littered  with  the  deb^  of  Ue 
war's  aftermath. 


made  fury  above  lliemnairj  smashed  up 
the  ground.  They  bad '«  doctor  there, 
a  giant  of  a  man,  with  a  great  heart, 
who  had  put  his  first  dressing  station 
in  the  second  line  trench  and  attanded 
the  wounds  of  the  men  until  the  bom- 
bardment intensified  so  that  no  man 
could  live  there.  He  took  the  wounded 
down  to  the  dugout,  those  who  had  not 
been  carried  back,  and  sUyed  there,  ex- 
pecting death. 

But  then,  as  he  told  me  today,  at 
about  11  o'clock  this  morning  the  shells 
ceased  to  scream  and  roar  above  ground. 
And  after  the  silence  they  heard  the 
noise  of  British  troops.  He  went  up  to 
the  entrance  of  his  dugout  and  said  to 
some  English  soldiers  who  came  up 
with  fixed  bayonets:  "My  friends,  1 
suddender."  Afterwards  he  helped  to 
tend  the  British  wounded  and  did  good 
work  under  the  fire  of  the  German  guns, 
which  were  now  turned  upon  this  posi- 
tion. 

>>«t«»laed  asaehtao  flhuaar 
There  was  another  German  taken  to- 
day at  La  Boisselle.  but  his  work, 
though  grave,  was  not  that  of  helping 
the  wounded  men.  He  was  one  of  those 
machine  gunners  who  kept  up  the  fire 
upon  British  troops  when  they  first 
made  an  assault  upon  this  position,  and 
today  he  was  there  still  in  his  emplace. 
ment.  doing  very  deadly  work,  and 
though  he  was  wounded  in  nine  places 
When  fhe  British  found  him.  , he  wae 
*tm  working  his  terrible  little  gun.  The 
British  took  him  prisoner,  and  in  the 
British  way  bore  no  grudge  asainst  him, 
but  sang  hU  praises. 

Many  other  machine  guns  were  cap- 
tured, and  round  one  of  them  all  the 
team  were  laid  out  dead  by  one  of  the 
British  shells. 

About  11:10  o'clock  In  the  morning  1 
walked  down  Into  Frleourt,  which  was 
captured  yesterday  afternoon.  It  was  a 
strange  walk,  not  pleasant,  but  full  of 
terrible  interest. 

Fighting  was  still  going  on  on  the 
high  ground  above,  a  few  hundred  yards 
sway,  and  while  I  had  been  watching  the 
scene  of  war  from  a  field  nearby  I  had 
seen  heavy  shells,  certainly  5.9's.  falling 
near  the  villages  and  raising  clouds  of 
black  and  greenish  smoke.  And  they 
were  falling  Into  Mamets.  some  distance 
to  the  right.  T'ricourt  was  not  an  in- 
viting place,  but  other  men  had  been 
there  at  the  worst  time. 

We  walked  across  No  Mans  Land  in 
the  full  sunlight  of  this  July  dsy  and 
though  shells  were  rushing  overhead, 
those  from  the  British  batteries  seemed 
low  enough  to  cut  ofl:  the  heads  of  the 
flowers'' and  mine.

Slightly  wounded  men.  first  bit  up 
there  beyond  the  wood,  walked  along  un- 
aided or  helped  by  a  comrade.  One  of 
them,  a  boy  of  18  or  so,  with  blue  •ym 
under  his  steel  helmet,  ^topped  me  and 
showed  me  a  bloody  bandage  round  his 
hand,  and  said,  with  an  excited  laugh- 
They  got  me  all  rtght.  l  was  serving 
my  Lewis  when  a  bulUt  caught  me 
smack.  Now  Im  off.  and  Ive  had  18 
months  of  it.". 

He  went  away  grinning  at  his  luck, 
because  the  bullet  might  have  chosen 
another  nlace. 

Some  Germam>risoners  followed  him 
two  of  them  carrying  a  stretcher  on 
which  an  English  soldier  lay  with  his 
eyes  shut.  A  wounded  Oermaa  behind 
turned  and  smiled  st  sme.  A  strong. 
meaning  smile.  He  was  glad  to  be 
wounded  and  out  of  It. 

Otaer  Germans  oame  dowa  under 
guard  of  little  groupa  of  English  sol- 
diers and   Red  Cross  man. 

I  struck  across  the  field  again  to  the 
old  German  lines  of  trenches  and  saw 
the  full  and  frlghtf\il  horror  of  war 
The  German  trenehes  were  smashed  at 
some  places  by  the  British  artiUery  fire 
Into  shapeiessness.  Sandbags  were 
flung  about,  and  the  timber  from  the 
trench  sides  had  been  broken  and  tossed 
about  like  match  sticks. 

I  stumbled  from  one  shell  crater  to 
another  over  bits  of  Indescribable  things 
e«d  «  litter  of  mene  tonics  and  peuch- 
ee  and  haversacka.  and  dvsouta.     Rifles

I  saw  the  priseoars  today  aad  spake 
to  some  of  them.  The  baloagod  to  the 
Ittth,  lieth  and  lUth  Re«laieat  of  the 
14th  Reaerre  Corps,  and  meatly  from 
Baden.  They  were  all  atronr.  atout  mea. 
In  the  prime  of  life.  Only  a  few  were 
wouaded.  and  lay  about  in  a  daxed  way. 
Others  spoks  cheerfully  and  expreeeed 
relief  at  eaoaping  the  gunfire  whieh  they 
expressed  as  "skreriich"  (terrtMe).  We 
saw  a  little  group  of  officers.  They  were 
mea  of  the  aristocratic  type.  They  spake 
y«ry  fratikly  and  acknowledge  the  new 
pawer  of  the  British  artillery  and  the 
courage  of  the  British  soldiers,  which 
was  net  new  to  them.  It  was  here  that 
I  had  a  talk  with  the  German  medical 
officer  whom  I  had  ssen  walking  be- 
tween two  guards  close  to  Frleourt. 
After  describing  his  own  experiences 
during  the  bombardment  he  laughed  in 
a   sad    way. 

"This  war."  he  said.  "Why.  we  go 
on  killing  each  other  to  no  purpose. 
Each  country  is  being  bled  to  death  aad 
will  be  Impoverished  for  long  years.  It 
la  a  war  against  religion  and  against 
civilisation,  and  I  see  no  end  to  it. 
Germany  is  strongand  England  Is  strong 
and  France  is  strong.  It  is  impossible 
for  one  side  to  crush  the  other,  so  when 
is  the  end  to  come?"

From  personal  observation  I  know 
nothing  of  what  happened  elsewhere  ia 
the  line  today,  but  .  I  have  heard  the 
story  of  the  attack  on  Gommecourt  sa- 
lient, which  shows  that  this  action  was 
one  of  the  most  serious  things  in  Brit- 
ish history.  The  Germans  bad  there 
concentrated  a  great  mass  of  guns,  in 
the  belief  that  the  main  attack  was  to 
extend  from  Lille  to  Roye.  The  exist- 
ence of  this  belief  has  been  proved  by 
GermaA  orders  which  have  come  into 
our  hands. 

As  soon  as  the  British  left  their 
trenches  after  the  bombardment  yester- 
day the  enemy  barraged  the  British 
front  and  support  trenches  with  an  in- 
fernal fire.  The  British  advanced 
thcougrh  this  barrage  as  if  on  parade, 
and  in  spite  of  the  heavy  losses  made 
their  way  over  five  hundred  yards  of 
No  Man's  Land  to  the  Germans'  front 
line.       \,  ■>  ■'  f  i  ■  ■■f     ;  , 

The  tlerman  sotSiers  also  behaved 
with  great  courage.  They  carried  their 
machine  guns  right  through  the  Britisb 
barrage  until  they  faced  tlie  British  In 
the  open  snd  swept  them  with  fire  so. 
that  large  numbers  fell.  The  atUck  did 
not  succeed  in  this  part  of  the  lines,  but 
it  drew  the  Oernruin  reeerves,  and  great 
honor  Is  due  to  the  ralor  of  those  who 
fought  as  heroes.  It  is  a  story  that 
must  be  told  as  one  of  the  most  glori- 
ous acts  of  self-sacrifice  ever  made  by 
British   troops.

and  trails  to  sections  capable  of  devel- 
opment but  at  present  without  adequate 
transporutlon  facilities,  might  be  car- 
ried out  to  the  very  beat  advanUge. 
Throughout  the  Bheep  Creek  country, 
in  the  Nelson  section,  and  around 
Greenwood  many  properties,  once  pro- 
ducers but  later  closed  down,  are  belngl, 
reopened  and  arc  again  coming  t>ack  into 
the  shipping  list.  Many  outside  proper- 
ties which  had  not  hitherto  been  deemed 
profitable  owing  to  difficulties  of  trans- 
porutlon will  be  greatly  assisted  by 
the  Government's  policy.  This  work 
has  placed  a  great  burden  upon  the  De- 
partment of  Mines  and  we  will  be  kept 
buay  co-operating  with  the  esUblished 
Industries  and  encouraging  new  capital 
to  come  into  the  Province." 

One  has  only  to  listen  to  Mr.  Camp- 
bell speak  of  British  Colurobla'a  possi- 
bilities as  a  mineral  producing  section 
to  recognise  that  he  is  enthusiastic  over 
the  Improvement  which  has  Uken  place, 
confident  that  the  Government's  meas- 
ures taken  laat  session  will  prove  the 
essentUl  factor  In  furthering  develop- 
ment, and  convinced  that  the  reaults 
will  prova  full  warrant  for  the  energetic 
steps  adopted  by  the  administration. 

"The  encouragement  which  the  min- 
ing element  haa  re<;elved  haa  proved 
most  timely  and  effective.  Everywhere 
I  went  the  mining  men  expressed  their 
belief  that  the  Government  has  shown 
a  businesslike  Interest  in  the  industry 
which  will  be  productive  of  the  most 
excellent    results.

The 
success  of  those  companies  In  which 
United  States  capiul  la  Invested  haa  un- 
doubtedly stimulated  the  investors  of 
the  other  side  to  take  a  still  keener  in- 
terest In  British  Columbia'a  opportuni- 
ties. 

Among  the  developmenta  consequent 
upon  the  Increased  demand  for  metals 
and  the  high  prices  thereof  has  been 
the  increase  to  the  plant  of  the  Con- 
aolidated  Company,  at  Trail,  which  haa 
developed  into  an  enormous  work  both 
in  the  smelting  and  refinin«r  way.  The 
company  is  now  busily  ensased  upon 
the  erection  of  a  great  copper  refinery 
which  will  be  in  operation  shortly.  Ap- 
pr^mately  1,400  men  are  engaged  at 
ppaent  at  Trail  and  from  tOO  to  1,000 
at    Roaaland.

BERLIN',  July  5.— In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Initial  attack  of  every  offen- 
sive is  hardest  to  withstand,  owlnc  to 
the  unavoidable  effect  of  surprise,  with 
superior  masses  of  troops  and  accumu- 
lated ammunition,  the  military  critics 
here  are  unanimous  in  considering  that 
the  great  offensive  in  the  West  has  made 
a  showing  which  cannot  encourage  Ger- 
many's opponents. 

Major  Moraht,  In  The  Tageblatt.  calls 
(he  Anglo-French  eueeeseea  very  ecanty. 

He  writes:  "The  critical  moment  for 
the  success  of  a  great  attempt  to 
breach  a  line  Is  the  time  between  the 
beginning  of  the  enemy  infantry  at- 
tacks and  of  the  counter-attacka  which 
the  defenders  are  able  to  make  after 
concentrating  their  forces.  The  enemy's 
success  in  the  four  days'  offensive,  from 
this  viewpoint,  is  very  small.  The  en- 
emy succeeded  in  overrunning  the  de- 
molished German  firat  trench  In  several 
-places  with  heavy  forces.  The  resist- 
ance could  not  be  great,  because  few 
except  dead  remained  In  the  plowed-up 
trenches.  Where  Germane  stood  on  the 
defensive  stubborn  fighting  occurred, 
and,  as  the  enemy  reports,  the  Germans 
fought  obstinately  to  the  last  man. 
Oalla  It  XMaoooraglag 

"At  Other  polnta  the  German  leaders, 
with  cool  deliberation  and  troops  well 
in  hand,  bent  back  elastlcally.  This 
counter-tactic  Involved  the  enemy  in  em> 
barraaament,  as  he  was  unable  to  Im- 
part the  flniahing  atroke  to  the  defend- 
ers with  the  first  drum  fire;  he  had  to 
begin  anew  with  artillery  preparatlona 
or  attack  the  unweakened  defenders  aa 
an  alternative.  The  rei>orts  of  the  of- 
fensive must  prove  directly  discourag- 
ing to  the  attacking  forces. 

"Paria  heard  the  cannon  thunder,  as 
In  1914.  ror  let  it  again  be  aaid  that 
the  Operative  efllcieqcy  of  the  atUcklng 
British  army  is  inadequate  to  break  all 
our  rows  of  lines,  which  have  been  most 
thoroughly  concentrated,  and  expel  ua 
from  France  and  Belgium." 

The  Morgenpost  critic  says  that  the 
latest  reports  show  that  the  Brltlah  and 
Prench  are  gaining  no  gro>HMlybut  that 
the  Central  Powera  have%iade^ains  in 
"Volhynia  and  aouth  of  the  Dnl^er. 

Other  commenta  follow  the  same  lines, 
abaolute  confidence  being  expreaaed  that 
the  Entente  Allies  are  unable  to  menace 
the  German  lines  anywhere.

Fighting  continues  at 
Verdun.  Wo  do  not  suggest  that  the 
eaoiMy  entertains  no  hope  of  success 
lltara,  but  no  are  eonfldent  that  he  would 
gladly  withdraw  from  the  fleld  which 
for  ffl^ro  than  four  months  ho  has 
atrivon  to  conquer,  If  it  wer*  not  that 
rotirtment  would  mean  the  collapae  of 
the  whol«  Oorman  plan  In  the  West 
and  ml||M  moan  a  popular  uprising  In 
Oormany  tliat  would  shake  the  Hohen- 
sollern  ttirone  from  Its  foundations.

II  Is  now  thirteen  >ears  since  the 
Uborals  went  Into  Oppoaltlon  tn  Urlt- 
lab  Calusibia.  Tbey  hni  no(  baen  in 
power  boCoro  tbat  tiaM.  but  it  was  In 
1903.  that  a  regular  Opposition  came  in- 
to exiatanca  and  pnlitlcal  events  Cad 
thrown  the  responsibility  of  Opposition 
upon  the  Mborals.  This  may  be  tnter- 
estiof  to  tba  y^ery  large  number  of 
voters  Who  Imv^onM  lata  tbo  Province 
ainae  tbat  time.  It  la  a  nuttar  of  his- 
tory that  in  1903,  the  Liberals  had  no 
policy  In  provincial  matters,  and  It  is 
fair  to  aay  that  they  could  not  be  es- 
pecled  to  bavo  bad  one,  bocnuaa  tbo  for- 
mation of  a  strictly  Conservative  Gov- 
ernment wao  a  sarprlse  t4»  tbam.  But 
In  thirteen  years,  iy.  political  party 
ought  to  have  been  able  to  evolve  a 
policy  of  soau  hind,  and  to  have  given 
expression  to  it  upon  the  floor  of  the 
iiouac.  on  public  platforms  .  or  in  the 
presa.  Thia  tl)e  Liberal  party  has  ut- 
terly failed  to  do.  We  do  not  forget 
that  at  thoir  conventions  tkey  have 
promulgated  certain  combinations  of 
words  which  they  bavo  oallod  plat- 
forma,  but  these  do  not  mean  anything 
at  all.  The  difference  between  a  plat- 
form and  a  policy  Is  like  that  between 
a  lay  Agure  and  a  live  man. 

8lr  Richard  McBride  decided  upon  a 
railway  policy.  The  Liberals  opposed 
it,  but  they  did  not  suggest  any  alter- 
native, although,  before  that  policy  was 
announced,  they  were  complaining  con- 
stanily    that    the   Qavarnment    had   not 


e'votvad  ono.  Wo  do  not  forget  Mr.  John 
Ollver'a  fa^fioua  railway  speeches.  Illus- 
trated by  the  famoua  map  upon  which 
b«  used  to  draw  new  linaa  f!itom  tlma 
to  time  to  meet  the  ideas  of  the  audi- 
ences lie  waa  addraaalng.  But  no  one 
took  this  seriously — not  even  Mr.  Oliver 
himself.  Tbe  McBride  ministry  adop- 
ted a  policy  for  the  management  of  our 
timber  lands — a  policy  that  has  re- 
ceived most  favorable  comment  in 
many  parta  of  the  world.  The  Liberals 
objoctad  to  it  after  grossly  misrepre- 
senting what  It  was.  They  never  sug- 
gested any  alternative  policy.  To  meet 
the  growing  needa  of  the  treasury,  the 
Oovernroont  adoptod  a  land  policy,  *un- 
der  wHIcb  a  part  of  the  non-liquid  as- 
sets of  the  Province  were  converted 
into  cash.  Tha  Liberals  denounced  this 
with  all  their  powers  of  misrepresen- 
tation and  abuse;  but  they  never  sug- 
gested what  they  would  have  done  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  tbe  Province 
for  public  works.  There  were  only 
three  ways  in  which  the  needed  money 
could  be  obtained.  One  was  to  sell 
something;  another  was  to  borrow  the 
money:  the  third  was  to  place  a  direct 
tax  upon  the  people.  The  Oovernment 
chose  the  first,  as  being  the  leaat  onor- 
oua  The  Liberala  opposed  this  choice. 
They  did  not  say  whether,  in  their 
opinion,  the  money  ought  to  have  been 
borrowed  or  raised  by  axatton. 
Perhaps  th«y  wished  it  to  be  under- 
stood that  they  were  opposed  to  a  policy 
of  public  works,  but  they  did  not  even 
say   that. 

And  so  we  might  go  on.  We  might 
speak  of  the  Agricultural  Credits  .^ct 
and  the  Shipbuilding  Act,  both  of  which 
the  Liberals  opposed  to  tho  best  of 
their  ability,  and,  failing  to  prevent 
them  from  becoming  law,  sought  for 
the  interference  of  the  courts  to  keep 
them  from  coming  Into  operation.  But 
we  do  not  wieh  to  prolong  this  article, 
and,  therefore,  shall  only  follow  what 
has  been  said  above  by  aaklng  Inde- 
pendent voters  to  take  the  record  of  the 
two  parties  In  respect  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Province,  and  see  if  they 
can  find  therein  any  reaaon  why  the 
Conservatives  should  be  dismissed  from 
power  and  the  Llborala  should  be 
placed  in  ofUce.  But  some  may  aay — 
many  people  do  say — It  is  time  for  a 
change.  A  change  to  what  7  To  the 
gdniinistratlon  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Province  by  a  group  of  politicians,  who 
in  thirteen  years  have  Identllled  them- 
aelves  with  not  a  single  plan  for  Pro- 
vincial development,  but  have  opposed 
everything  that  has  been  done,  and  based 
tbelf  claim  fpr  public  confidence  upon 
bald  asoertiens  of  wrong-doing,  not  one 
of  which  they  have  been  able  to  prove, 
although  every  possible  facility  waa 
given  tbem  of  doing  so  if  they  could. 
Wo  rofuao  to  believe  that  the  Inde- 
pendent element  among  the  British 
Columbia  electorate  will  aaaent  to  any 
auch  change.

tbe  pintnant  af  pinta  Bntttab  Tlw  Oalan- 
1st  has  sutad  Its  attitude,  wbicb  la  tbat 
of  urging,  the  Provincial  Oavemment  to 
take  over  tbo  ialtlgUvo  in  tbe  worli.  in 
view  af  tbo  fact  tbat  tbe  Harbor  Oom- 
mlttoa  of  tbe  City  Council  haa  failed  In 
ita  negotlatlana  .witb  tbe  Intpreatod  par- 
tlea.  Neither  We.  nor  the  pablic,  in  ad- 
voentlng  a  now  atraeture,  are  concerned 
witb  tile  ancient  hiaiory  of  tha  existing 
bridge,  or  tbe  record  of  failure  that  baa 
marked  tho  recant  negotlatlana.  If 
Aldarmna  Tod4  Is  la  earnest  In  bis  wish 
to  see  tbis  asatter  brought  to  a  point 
where  action  will  be  poealble,  he  should 
coaso  cavilling  about  what  liaa  been,  or 
what  might  have  been,  and  look  the 
question  squarely  In  the  face  aa  it  is. 

Noithor  We  aor  tbe  public  are  con- 
cerned with  whatever  differeiy^es  .\lder- 
maa  Todd  nwy  have  had  with  the  K.  4fc 
K.  Railway  Company  or  the  B.C.  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company.  We  regrp l  them, 
ae  be  waa  acting  in  the  name  of  the 
CUy,  but  they  are  thinga  of  the  paat. 
The  Provincial  Oovernment,  If  It  sees 
nt  to  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  City, 
will  daohtlesa  approach  these  companies 
in  a  different  spirit,  and  we  look  for- 
ward to  an  early  arrangement  in  wbicb 
the  Interests  ot  all  parties  will  bo  ■•(e- 
guarded.  ' 

The  figures  which  Alderman  Todd 
quotes  are,  and  have  been,  available  to 
all  who  can  read.  They  are  utterly  Im- 
material to  the  point  at  issue.  If  the 
bridge  is  built,  tho  necessary  land  for 
approaches  will  be  expropriated  and  the 
prie<  paid  for  tt  decided  by  a  board  of 
arlHtration.  The  proa  and  cona  of  nego- 
tiations that  have  failed  are  subjects 
Into  which  we  will  not  enter,  and  we  re- 
gret tbat  in  coatlnvally  barking  back  to 
them.  Alderman  Todd  shows  a  disposi- 
tion to  live  in  the  past  and  to  be 
strangely  apathetic  about  the  neceaaity 
of  reveraing  his  attitude  in  the  light  of 
the  new  conditions  which  the  failure  of 
^b«  Harbor  Comminee  bare  created. 

Alderman^todd  says:  "It's  better  to 
appear  slow  than  be  sorry."  We  have 
a  distinct  recollection  of  the  flourish  of 
trumpets  with  which  he  took  over  the 
conduct  of  the  negotiations  and  the  im- 
pression he  sought  to  create  of  his  deter- 
mination to  bring*  matters  to  a  speedy 
conclusion.  The  truth  is  the  alderman 
is  splenetic  on  the  subject,  and  his  in- 
ability to  grin  and  bear  It  when  criti- 
cised for  failure  shows  that  he  Is  not 
as  broad-minded  aa  one  who  arrogates 
to  himself  Influence  In  civic  affairs 
should  be.  His  petulance  is  an  exhibi- 
tion quite  irrelevant  to  the  point  at 
issue,  and  only  concerns  The  Colonist 
when  he  exaggerates  and  puts  entirely 
erroneous  constructions  on  what  we 
have  aald.  ' 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  know  that 
he  intends  to  "sUy  with"  the  bridge, 
but  it  is  not  very  clear,  in  the  light  of 
the  past,  how  this  sentiment  will  have 
the  slightest  effect  on  the  building  of 
the  structure.  ■  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
public  are  Weary  of  hearing  Alderman 
Todda  personal  explanations  about  this, 
that,  and  the'  other  phaaea  of  what 
should  be  a  closed  book.  The  bridge 
wiil  be  built,  despite  what  his  opinions 
w»ay  be.  or  how  he  may  burke  the  issue. 

The  existing  points  of  the  situation 
are  simply  an(^  solely  these:  The  public 
want  the  bridge  built  without  delay; 
they  ««nt  it,  if  we  are  not  mistaken, 
constructed  from  the  end  of  Johnson 
Btreet,  the  location  that  was  originally 
planned  and  approved;  and  there  ia  a 
widespread  desire  that  the  initiative 
should  now  be  taken  by  the  Provincial 
Oovernment.  That  is  how  the  matter 
stands.  The  opinions  of  individuals  re- 
specting their  part  in  previous  negotia- 
tions may  gratify  a  spirit  of  egotism, 
but  the  public  are  concerned  only  with 
results.  Alderman  Todd's  euggeation 
that  The  Coloniat  should  commence  pick- 
ing holes  in  a  ceruin  proposed  agree- 
ment that  apparently  is  not  to  be  made, 
argues  his  toUl  ignorance  of  the  mission 
of  a  newspaper.  That  mission  Is  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  tfmea,  and,  where  pos- 
sible, display  an  intelligent  appreciation 
of  what  Is  going  to  happen.  Wc  prefer 
to  allow  him  to  be  his  own  Sisyphus. 


little  about  U:  yet  tbe  number  who  will 
do  ao,  if  oaaaitlons  are  favorable,  will 
be  intve.  and  tberefore  one  subiect  tbat. 
la  aitr  'bumble  judgment,  ought  to  re- 
ceive attention  now  Is  tbe  provision 
of  meana  whereby  those  who  wish  to 
engage  la  farming  can  do  ao  witb  the 
least  delay  and  under  favorable  coa- 
dlitona  It  la  by  no  means  too  soon  to

We  are  spead- 
ing  money  freely  on  tbe  army  in  Ita 
great  work  of  destruction,  for  that  is 
what  war  Is;  we  may  well  begtn^to 
consider  If  we  may  not  continue  an 
expenditure  in  work  of  construction. 
If  we  can  spend  millions  for  the  de- 
fence of  tbe  Empire^  ane  we  are  all 
of  oae  mind  on  that  score,  why  may 
we  not  spend  other  millions,  if  neces- 
sary, to  keep  the  country  prosperous 
durl'ng  the  period  of  readjustment  that 
must  follow  the  war.  If  this  idea  has 
any  practical  value  it  is  not  too  soon 
to  begin  to  consider  what  works  could 
be  undertaken.  We  suppose  It  would 
bs  wise  to  confine  employment  on  such 
work  to  men  who  have  enlisted  in 
Canads.

Speaking  with  frankness,  we  are  not 
as  satisfied  as  we  would  like  to  be 
with  the  state  of  Canadian  prepared- 
neas  to  deal  with  one  of  the  questions 
ihat  will  arise  out  of  the  war.  namely, 
the  provision  of  opportunities  for  dis- 
charged soldiers  to  earn  a  living.  So 
far  as  those  who  are  now  returning 
from  day  to  day  are  concerned  every- 
thing poealble  seems  to  have  been  done 
and  we  think  with  very  satisfactory  re- 
Bults;  but  little  or  nothing  has  been 
attempted  towards  irkppiing  with  the 
greater  problem  which  will  be  inevit- 
able when  our  armies  have  been  dis- 
banded.

R.  H.  Anderson,  manager  of  the  Bank 
of  Nova  Scotia,  at  St.  John,  and 
nephew  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Benson,  of  this 
city. 


In  reply  to  a  corresimndent,  the  near- 
est point  to  Par^^nich  the  Germana 
reached  during  the  present  war  was  on 
September  t,  1914,  when  they  were  only 
separated  by  some  seventeen  miles  from 
the  outer  fortifications  of  the  French 
caplul.

For  this  reason 
the  recent  election  has  little  or  no 
significance    In    Dominion    politics. 


Accordlnic  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster 
the  late  House  was  a  good  enough 
LcRlslature  to  vote  him  a  salary  as 
Leader  of  the  Opposition,  but  not  good 
enough  to  vote  rhoney  for  public  works. 
Thin  would  be  an  Interentin?  matter 
for  some  of  Mr.  Brewster's  newspaper 
aupporters.  to  explain.  We  say  that 
Mr.  Brewster  was  perfectly  right  In 
taking  the  money  because  It  wan  legal- 
ly voted  by  a  competent  legislative 
body.  But  Mr.  Brewster  and  his  sup- 
porters say  that  the  proceedings  of  the 
Legislature  after  March  IS  were  null 
and  void.  It  waa  after  March  16  that 
the  money  waa  voted  to  Mr,  Brewster. 
We  think  the  public  are  entitled  to  know 
from  some  source  huw  Mr.  Brewster 
reconciles  his  drawing  the  money  with 
the  issue  of  his  writ  against  the  Pre- 
mier.

Of  course,  neither  the  City  nor  the 
Government  will  pay  $330,000  for  the 
land,  and  What  the  coet  of  the  land  will 
be  I  do  not  know,  and  If  aucb  an  ox- 
horbltant  flgure  as  $280,008  Is  per- 
mitted to  enter  into  the  calculation,  thra 
gross  coet  of  proposed  bridge  would 
reruinly  be 'around  $8«0. 000.  if  a  bridge 
of  the  proposed  design  and  with  two 
eaetern    approaches    is    constructed. 

In  my  opinion.  It  la  qi|ite  true  that 
a  very  sulteble  general-t^sinc  bridge 
can  be  put  across  the  harbor  for  lass 
tlian  $600,088— in  fact,  perhaps,  a  suit- 
able general  traffic  bridge  could  be  put 
acroaa  at  eome  other  aite,  aay  Herald 
or  Yates  Street,  for  half  of  this  figure, 
but  it  would  be  quite  a  dlfTeront  etrite- 
ture  to  the  propoaed  Johnaon  Street 
Bridge  that  you  are  urging  the  City 
Council   to   rush  ahead   with. 

In  conclusion,  7  am  going  to  "stay 
With '  the  bridge  till  we  get  it  upon 
reasonable  and  fair  tarms  to  tbe  people 
or  .Victoria,  and.  sa  chairman  of  the 
Harbour  Committee,  any  asslstsncs  ( 
can  give  the  Oov«rnment  in  carrying  on 
snd  hastening  the  negotiations  will  be 
most   willingly   rendered.

He  speaks  half  a  do«en  for- 
eign  languagea  and  haa  vlaited  prac- 
tloally-^very  part  of  the  world  worth 
seeing.

year  1892,  when  he  engaged  in  a  little 
filibustering  in  South  America  For 
nearly  three  years  after  that  he  was 
a  member  of  the  French  Foreign  Le- 
gion, earning  five  cents  a  day.  While 
he  had  signed  up  for  five  years  he  soon 
grew  discontented  and  escaped  to  the 
United  States  via  Morocco.  He  aecured 
a  position  as  gunner  In  the  United 
States  Navy  In  1891  and  served 
through  the  Spanish-American  War  on 
board  the  Oregon. 

After  peace  was  restored,  King  wan- 
dered about  the  world  waiting  for  the 
next  outbreak  and  the  Boer  War  eoon 
relieved  his  anxiety.  He  entered  the 
service  of  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  and 
fought  with  that  famoua  unit  at  Mod- 
der  River  and  at  Pretoria.  In  1903  ha 
became  a  leader  In  the  Hottentot  re- 
bellion agalnat  the  Germans  in  Germsn 
Southwest  Africa.  A  native  chief, 
standing  rIx  feet  neven  inches,  was  tha 
head,  and  he  was  supported  In  the 
fighting  by  some  forty  odd  whites  and 
thousands  of  natives.  Before  the  chief 
was  killed  there  was  a  reward  of  60.- 
000  marks  (nearly  $10,000)  on  his  head, 
dead  or  alive,  and  20.000  marks  were 
offered  for  the  capture  of  King,  hlfl 
lieutenant. 

After  carrying  on  some  gun-running, 
he  Joined  Col,  Toungbusband's  expedi- 
tion to  Thibet  and  managed  to  return 
to  South  Africa  in  time  to  fight  the 
3uIuB  in  the  rebellion  of  1908.  He 
then  shifted  to  South  America  and  re- 
mained there  and  In  Mexico  until  the 
outbreak  of  the  present  war.  taking 
part  In  any  fighting  that  happened  to 
be  brought  to  his  notice.

That  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship 
N^ompany  was  hardly  Justified  in  elimi- 
nating at  this  time  the  steamers  Presi- 
dent and  Governor  from  this  port  was 
the  opinion  expressed  yesterday  at  a 
meeting  of  the  trade,  commerce  and 
transportation  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trade. 

It  was  stated  that  the  reafton  for  the 
withdraway  of  the  vessels  waa  that  tho 
service  had  been  tied  up  more  or  less 
aa  a  result  of  the  waterfront  atrikes 
in  Beattla  It  appeared  that  the  com- 
pany would  operate  the  same  schedule 
as  last  Summer  at  the  time  of  the 
8aa  Francisco  fair.  At  that  time,  there 
was  considerable  dissatisfaction  evinced 
here  on  account  of  the  company's  ac- 
tion, as'  It  is  during  the  Summer  that 
most  travel  is  moving.  It  was  thought 
only  reasonable  to  expect  that  as  soon 
aa  nornaal  conditions  prevail  In  Seattle 
tha  usual  service  would  be  resumed. 

Tha  committee  drafted  a  report  to 
the  council,  which  is  to  meet  tomorrow 
morning.  Tha  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  matter  will 
then  be  announced.

ARRIVES^IN  VICTORIA 

Mr.  A.   Z..  Malrs.  BMaldeat    of    Vaafnl

afternoon  Mr.  A.  L.  Melga,  president

rived In  the  city,  havlnc  rtiotorad  over 
the  Island  Highway  from  Nanaima 
He  at  once  conferred  with  Mr.  Herbert 
Cuthbert.  aecretary  of  the  Vletorla  and 

Miss  Brownlea.  of  the  Specialty  Shop. 
Vancouver,  will  ba  at  the  Umpreaa  Ho- 
tel, on  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday 
of  this  week  with  a  moat  attractive 
ehowing  of  Blouses,  Sweater  Coats,  and 
suits,  direct ,  from  New  York.

Island  Development  Association,  and 
Alderman  A.  E.  Todd,  president  of  the 
Island  Automobile  Association.  He 
will  leave  this  morning  for  Port  An- 
geles, returning  to  beattle  via  the 
Olympic  Highway.  He  thus  puts  the 
Georgian  Circuit  on  the  records  of  the 
greatest  information  bureau  concern- 
ing the  motor  roads  of  the  continent, 
and  other  matters  of  Interest  to  tour- 
ing motorists,  that  has  ever  been  or- 
ganised. 

Mr.  Meigs  says  the  trail  blazing 
Idea  was  born  of  the  tour  of  a  party  of 
motorists  from  his  home  city,  Minnea- 
polis, to  Winnipeg.  Much  discourage- 
ment bad  been  experienced  on  this  oc- 
casion on  account  of  many  of  the 
party  getting  hopelessly  lost  while 
negotiating  the  unm«-ked  highways. 
He  admits  that  the  Trail  Blazing  Asso- 
ciation was  organized  for  a  selflsh 
purpose — to  make  It  easy  for  motorists 
to  And  Minneapolis.  The  success  of 
the  undertaking  was  so  phenomenal 
that  It  was  extended,  and  now  includes 
the  whole  of  the  United  States  and  a 
portion  of  Canada.  He  has  eighty- 
nine  cars  in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try blazing  trails,  accumulating  and 
compiling  accurate  data  from  which 
road    maps    are    being    published. 

The  system  of  marklni/  the  highways 
Is  slnnple,  easy  to  follow  and  otherwise 
effective.  It  conslata  of  grouping  them 
into  tours  and  classifying  them  by 
color.  Telegraph  or  other  p<^les  are 
usually  made  use  of  for  guide  posts. 
A  white  band  la  painted  around  the 
PQst  and  in  the  centre  a  narrower  band 
of  the  color  of  the  route.  This  system 
has  the  important  advantage  of  bein^ 
inexpensive  as  compared  with  the 
painted  sign  boards  usually  made  use 
of. 

With  the  completion  of  his  present 
trip  Mr.  Meigs  aays  he  haa  travelletl 
nearly  every  road  of  any  Importance 
in  the  West.  His  assoctbtlon  Is  not 
only  .useful  In  making  It  easy  for  the 
touring  motorist,  but  has  been  a  power- 
ful influence  In  developing  the  good 
roads  idea.  Much  haj  also  been  ac- 
complished, he  says,  in  settling  routes 
which  have  been  a  matter  of  dispute 
among  the  various  comniunltles.  and 
also  In  determining  easier  routes 
throuKh  (llfflcuU  parts  of  the  country. 
The  work  the  association  had  done  re- 
cently In  calling  attention  to  the 
tremendous  disadvantages  accruing 
from  the  delay  in  openinc  Snoqualmle 
Pass  this  year,  he  believed,  will  result 
in  having  It  made  possible  by  June, 
1917,   at   the   latest. 

In  course  of  the  conference  yester- 
i|ay  afternoon  Mr.  Metfts  drew,  atten- 
tion to  some  matters  which  were  boil- 
ing up  motor  traffic  to  the  Island.  He 
spoke  pi^rticularly  ofi  what  he  con- 
sidered an  exorbitant  fifeight  charged 
on  his  motor  between  Vancouver  and 
Nanalmo.  He  said  he  had  his  atten- 
tion called  to  that  condition  on  the 
Mainland  and  had  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve this  to  be  one  of  '  the  principal 
reasons  why  comparatively  few  motor- 
ists took  the  trip.  He  had  been  In 
Vancouver  on  Sunday  and  knew  It  to 
be  a  fact  that  there  were  at  least  600 
motoring  tourists  arriving  in  that  city 
over  the  Paciflc  Highway  that  day. 
On  his  Journey  between  Nanalmo  and 
Victoria  he  had  encountered  but  two. 
He  did  not  believe  that,  as  long  as  the 
present  state  of  afTalrs  existed,  much 
hope  could  be  held  out  for  greatly  In- 
creased traffic  on  the  Island  roads.

Speakers  at  Conservative 
Meeting  Deal  With  Ticket 
and  Lack  of  Policy  Provided 
by  Opposrtion. 


The  Liberal  ticket  In  Victoria  waa 
anulyied  by  Mr.  W.  C  Oaunea.  at  laat 
night'a  meeting  of  the  Ward  Five  Con- 
servative Aaaociatlon  aa  th«  "tlckat  of 
eiphera." 

"The  Conservative  party  would  have 
a  bard  )ob  to  nomlnata  a  weaker  ticket 
tor  the  coming  election  than  that  which 
haa  >  been  nominated  by  the  Ubarali." 
aald  Mr.  Qaunee.  "The  LttMrals  kava 
a  thousand  men  on  their  ticket — ona 
man  and  three  ciptacra.  Doesn't  that 
make   a    thouaand? 

"Wa  should  have  no  trouble  Ai  wln« 
niDg  this  election  when  we  look  at  the 
hill  of  fare  that  haa  been  prepared 
lor  the  electors  of  the  Province,  ai^d  ra- 
niember  that  tMre  Is  no  part  of  the 
I'rovUice  which  stands  to  win  more 
I'V  the  policy  of  the  present  Qovern- 
ment  than  the  city  of  Victoria.  I  would 
•Ike  to  emphasise  the  shipbuilding  Dill, 
In  thla  connection.  If  there  Is  apy 
measure  which  Is  calculated  to  make  a 
tuller  dinner-pall  and  more  of  them. 
It  Is  that  bill. 

"I  wish  somebody  who  is  qualified 
would  write  a  story  on  what  is  the  mat- 
ter with  Victoria.  Why  apathy  Is  epi- 
demic here.  Nine  out  of  ten  men 
vhom  you  meet  are  dead  on  their  feet,  aa 
to  matters  political.  We  muat  wake 
them  up,  as  we  can't  let  a  chance  for 
betterment  go  by.  We  have  nothing  of- 
lered  by  the  Opposition,  but  we  have 
much  of  a  constructive  nature  for  the 
leneflt  and  progress  of  the  whole  of- 
lered  by  the  Conservative  Government."

"To  provide  for  the  future  prosperity 
of  the  country,"  said  Capt.  Mcintosh, 
"there  la  one  thing  we  have  to  do.'and 
thatts  to  keep  our  present  Government 
m  power.  The  very  statements  of  the 
men  on  the  other  side  show  that  they 
have  no  faith  In  the  country.  And  of 
If  you  have  no  faith  in  your  country, 
you  can't  db  anything  for  It." 

Capt.  Mcintosh  said  that  he  had  Ju^t 
been  over  the  'Western  section  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  Railway,  and  pointed 
cut  that  for  the  258  miles  between  Van- 
couver and  Kamloops,  the  average  grade 
v«.aa  four-tenths  of  1  per  cent  and  In 
no  place  does  It  reach  I  per  cent.  He 
said  that  it  was  the  best  grade  of  any 
transcontinental  road  and  that  the  rail- 
way as  a  whole  for  a  new  line  waa 
most  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Reginald  Hayward.  president  of 
the  Victoria  Conservative  Association, 
urged  activity,  co-operation  arl<!l  optim- 
ism on  the  part  of  the  Conservatives  of 
Victoria. 

"Circun»eUnces  In  the  general  elec- 
tion are  altogether  different  from  what 
tney  were  in  the  by-election,"  said  Mr. 
Hayward.  "In  the -bye-elections,  many 
Conservatives  were  Influenced  by 
charges  of  graft.  In  the  Government 
and  the  cry  that  the  voting  power  of 
tne  Government  would  not  be  interfered 
with  by  the  placing  of  two  Opposition 
candidate*  In  the  Legislature. 

"iiut  after  three  months  of  hard 
work  and  inve.^itlgation  by  two  of  the 
►•est  Investigators  In  the  Liberal  party, 
no  corruption  of  any  kind  was  found. 
•I'he  Government  waa  found  to  bo 
straight  and  above  board.  And  for  this 
reason  It  now  appears  that  It  was 
really  a  blessing  In  disguise  that  In  the 
last  election  both  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver were  lost  to  the  Government, 
bince  the  Investiirationa  there  has  been 
■i  great  change  of  public  opinion  In  our 
favor. 

A  roUttoal  VaUara 

"I  have  great  respect  for  Mr.  Brew- 
ster as  a  gentleman,  but  as  a  politician 
he  has  been  a  failure.  I  don't  go  much 
on  the  man  who  Is  trying  to  get  Into 
power  by  threatening  blue  ruin  and  who 
does  nothing  but  spread  charges  of 
corruption.  The  recent  trip  of  the  Pre- 
mier and  his  party  through  the  Province 
hns  brought  It  out  that  the  electors  are 
indignant  that  Mr.  Brewster  should  Is- 
sue his  writ  and  endeavor  to  tie  up 
the  Government  of  th#  country,  just 
When  we  are  trying  to  get  business  go- 
ing again.

The  Royal  Commlaaion  on  Indian  Af- 
fair, lor  Brltlsli  Columbia,  which  was 
oppolnted  early  in  li*13  lo  adjust  out- 
standing matters  of  difference  between 
the  Governments  of  the  Dominion  and 
of  this  Province  In  respect  to  Indian 
landa  In  British  Columbia,  haa  official- 
ly completed  Ua  work.  Tba  Unal  re- 
ports are  algned  and  the  commlaaion 
disbanded,  Mr.  N.  W.  White,  ICC.  th«i 
chairman,  leaving  fur  bis  home  lu 
Nova  Scutla  on  Tuesday  last.  Mr. 
Baumares  Carmichael,  K.C.,  ona  of  the 
commissioners  acting  for  tha  Dominion, 
proposes  to  spend  a  few  montha  lunger 
in  British  Columbia  in  order  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  country  and 
Its  manifold  attractions.  l>r.  J.  A.  J. 
McKenna.  his  Federal  colleague  In  the 
work  now  closed,  will  also  be  here  for 
some  time  longer,  engaged  in  work  of 
the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs,  to 
which  he  has  been  permanently  at- 
tached for  many  years,  being  one  of 
that  Department's  most  valued  officers. 
Messrs.  J.  p.  Shaw  and  D.  H.  Mac- 
dowall  were  the  Provincial  Commis- 
•loners. 

Although  the  reports  of  the  commis- 
sion have  now  been  signed  and  will 
shortly  be  transmitted  to  the  Gov- 
ernments Interested,  much  detail  work 
remains  to  be  disposed  of — lootfe  ends 
to  be  tied  up,  tabulations  to  be  worked 
out  and  ampUfled  and  the  reports  print- 
ed, checked  and  finally  prepared  for 
the  Interested  Governments,  the  Colonial 
Offlco  and  the  public.  This  work  has 
been  left  In  the  hands  of  the  late  sec- 
retary of  the  commission,  Mr.  C.  H. 
Gibbons,     who     has    for       that    purpose 

been    a^Uacheil ta.Uie-  Department    of 

Indian  Affairs  fiom  the  time  of  the 
commission's  dissolution,  and  will  be 
henceforward  In  charge  of  affairs  arla- 
ing  out  of  tlie  late  commission  until 
all  8uch  are  finally  disposed  of. 

The  Royal  Commlssipn  on  Indian  Af- 
fairs for  British  Columbia  was  appoint- 
ed on  April  23,  1913,  by  virtue  of  an 
order-in-eouncll  of  November  27.  1912, 
with  the  object  of  consummatlns;  an 
agreement  entered  inti»  on  September 
24,  1912,  by  Dr.  J.  A.  J.  McKenna.  act- 
ing for  the  Dominion  (Government  in 
the  capacity  of  Special  Commissioner 
In  that  behalf,  and  tht  then  Premier 
of  British  Columbia,  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride.  This  a«reement  defined  the 
major  work  of  the  commission  and  In- 
dicated Its  limitations,  reading  as 
followa: 

Work   of   ComaUsalon 

"Whereas  it  \s  desirable  to  settle  all 
differences  between  the  Governments 
of  the  Dominion  and  the  Province  re- 
specting Indian  lands  and  Indian  Af- 
fairs generally  in  the  Province  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  therefore  the  parties 
above  named,  have,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governments  of  the  Do- 
minion and  of  the  >  Province,  agreed 
upon  the  following  proposals  as  a  final 
adjustment  of  all  matters  relating  to 
Indian  Affairs  in  the  Province  of  Bri- 
tish   Columbia: 

"1.  A  Commi.ision  shall  be  appointed 
as  follows:  Two  Commissioners  shall  lie 
named  by  the  Dominion  and  two  by  the 
Province.  The  four  Commissionera  mo 
named  shall  select  a  fifth  Commissioner, 
who  shall  be  tlic  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

"2.  The  Commission  so  appointed 
ehall  have  power  to  adjust  the  acreage 
of  Indian  nes<er\c8  in  British  Columbia 
in   the  following  manner: 

"(a»  At  Ruch  places  as  the  ("ommis- 
slonera  arc  satisfied  that  morr  land  is 
Included  In  any  particular  reserve  as 
now  defined  than  Is  reasonably  required 
for  the  use  of  the  Indians  of  that  tribe 
or  locality,  tlie  Reserve  shall,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Indians,  as  required  by 
the  Indian  Act,  be  reduced  to  such  acre- 
age as  the  Commissioners  think  reason- 
ably suflflcient  for  the  purposes  of  such 
Indians. 

"(1»)  At  any  place  at  which  the  Com- 
missioners shall  determine  that  an  In- 
eufflclent  quantity  of  land  has  been  set 
aside  for  the  use  of  the  Indians  of  that 
locality,  the  Commissioners  shall  fix  the 
quantity  that  ought  to  be  added  for  the 
use  of  such  Indians.  And  they  may  set 
aalde  land  for  any  band  of  Indians  for 
whom  land  has  not  already  been  re- 
served. 

"3.  The  province  .hall  take  all  such 
steps  as  are  necessary  to  legally  reserve 
the  additional  lands  which  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  apportion  to  any  body  of 
Indians  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
above  set  out. 

Sale  at  YubUe  Aaottoa 

"4.  The  lands  which  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  determine  are  not  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  Indians  shall  be  sub- 
divided and  sold  by  the  Province  at  pub- 
lic audio.. 

"6.  The  net  proceeds  of  all  such 
sales  shall  be  divided  equally  between 
the  Province  and  the  Dominion,  and  all 
moneya  received  by  the  Dominion  under 
this  clause  shall  be  held  or  used  by  the 
Dominion  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians 
of   British   Columbia. 

"«.  All  expenses  in  'connection  with 
the  Commission  shall  be  shared  by  the 
Province  and  Dominion  In  equal  propor- 
tions. 

"7.  The  lands  comprised 
Reserves  as  finally  fixed  by 
missioners  aforesaid  shall

The  CommisKinn  was  later  Instructed, 
by  a  Dominion  Order-ln-CouncU  of 
June  10,  1913,  to  prepare  and  preaent  a 
second  report  on  policy,  based  upon  Its 
field  investigations  and  observations, 
containing  buggestions  for  revision  of 
administrative  policy  with  the  object 
of  Improving  the  condition  of  the  In- 
dians of  British  Columbia  and  render- 
ing them  better  fitted  for  self-main- 
tenance and   ultimate   citlsenship. 

Ab  originally  constituted,  the  Com- 
mission consisted  of  Dr.  J.  A.  J.  Mc- 
Kenna and  Mr.  N.  W.  White,  K.C.,  ex- 
M.P.,  representing  the  Dominion  of 
Canada',  Mr.  J.  P.  Shaw,  ex-M.P.P.,  of 
Kamloops,  and  Mr.  D.  11.  Macdowall,  of 
this  city,  representing  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  with  Hon.  J.  G.  IL 
Bergeron,  K.C.,  of  Montreal,  as  secre- 
tary. The  Commissioners  above  named 
duly  selected  Hon.  K.  L.  Wetmore,' 
LL.D.,  former  Chief  Justice  of  8aa- 
katchewan.  as  chairman,  and  that 
veteran  Jurist  continued  in  this  capa- 
city until  the  Sprinir  of  1914,  when  he 
resigned  in  consequence  of  the  work 
afield  being  found  too  streunous  for 
one  of  his  advanced  years.  He  was 
succeeded  in  the  chairmanship  by  Mr. 
Commissioner  White,  and  Mr.  Haumarez 
Carmichael,  K.C.,  Of  Montreal,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  vacancy  on  the  Commis- 
sion occasioned  by  this  promotion. 
Hon.  Mr.  Bergeron  becoming  Post- 
master of  Montreal  early  In  1916,  his 
position  was  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  C.  H.  Gibbons,  for  many  years 
actively  identified  with  Journalism  in 
British  Columbia,  who  had  been  acting 
aa  assistant  secretary  prior  to  Mr. 
Bergeron's   retirement 

The  Commiesion  was  formally  or- 
ganized here  on  May  19,  I9I3,  and 
since  that  date  bus  visits  virtually 
all  of  the  Important  Iteservrs  of  the 
26,000  odd  native  Inbabiunts  scatter- 
ed over  the  far-spread  area  of  British 
Colombia,  there  l)elnK  In  oxistence 
1,103  Indian  Reserves  established  in 
British  Columbia  at  the  time  the  Com- 
mission began  its  work,  these  having 
an  aggregate  area  of  729,671.(1  acres, 
and  many  of  them  beinx  far  removed 
from  all  normal  facilities  of  travel. 
Nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine  appli- 
cation, for  additional  Reserve,  have 
also  been  carefully  Investigated  and 
adjudicated  upon  by  the  Commission, 
in  addition  to  the  disposal  of  a  multi- 
tude of  applications  by  Governmental, 
municipal    and      other      public      bodies.

Oharlaa  a.  Sofhaa 

The  Republican  candidate  for  the 
presidency  of  the  United  SUtes  Is  little 
known  In  Western  Canada,  and  for  all 
his  many  years  of  public  life  is  declared 
to  be  Very  much  of  a  mystery  to  his  own 
people.  A  snapshot  of  him  and  his 
daughter  walking  to  church  the  Sunday 
after  his  nomination  gives  a  hint  of 
very,  pleasant   family   relations. 

When;  several  years  ago,  Mr.  Hughes, 
then  a  successful  lawyer,  thought  he 
had  lost  the  election  In  the  contest  for 
the  governorship  of  New  York  he  Is 
said  to  have  gone  home  to  his  wife  and 
said,  "My  dear,  I  congratulate  you.  You 
have  escaped  two  years  of  genteel  pov- 
erty at  Albany." 

He  was  twice  elected,  however,  and 
In  four  years  at  Government  House  In 
the  capital  of  the  Empire  State  Mrs. 
iiughes  haj  had  a  training  wJiich  wiu. 
If  her  husband  la  elected  to  the  office  of 
president,  have  prepared  her  for  the  du- 
ties of  mie trees  of  the  White  House. 
By  his  opponents  Mr.  Hughes  has  been 
called  a  puritan,  and  it  would  not  be 
surprising  to  learn  that  he  has  the  In- 
tense love  of  home  characteristic  of 
many  of  the  great  men  of  that  atern 
and    undemonstrative   class. 

The  man  who  has  consented  to  ask 
for  the  highest  honor  in  the  gift  of  his 
countrymen  is  the  son  of  a  Baptist  min- 
ister. He  was  born  in  the  year  186!! 
and  is  flfty-four  years  of  age.  As  a 
child  he  was  precocious  and  distlnKulnh- 
ed  himself  In  college  and  university. 
One  of  his  sayings  Is,  "I  believe  in  work, 
hard  work  and  lonjir  hours  of  work"; 
/et  his  college  mates  were  astonished 
at  the  ease  with  which  he  reached  high 
standing  in  his  classes.  He  is  said  to 
have  found  time  for  the  diversions  as' 
well   as   the   studies  of  college   life. 

From  his  home  young  Hughes  brought 
not  only  a  powerful  brain  but  sterling 
integrity.  He  flrst  came  Into  notice  by 
exposing  the  dishonesty  of  the  Insur- 
ance companies.  During  his  term  of  of- 
fice he  consistently  refused  to  use  his 
position  to  further  any  ends  except  the 
welfare  of  the  state.  In  1910  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Supreme  Court  bench,  a 
position  he  resigned  on  his  nomination 
by  the  Republlcafi  party.  If  those  who 
do  not  like  him  call  him  an  "Iceberg" 
and  other  names  which  would  indicate 
a  lack  of  the  milk  of  human  kindness, 
his  friends  declare  he  has  a  keen  sense 
of  humor  and  many  companionable  qual- 
ities. What  his  wife  and  children  think 
of  him.  It  Is  not  likely  that  the  public 
will   ever  l^arn.

The  last  lesson  haa  been  given  an<} 
teachera.  as  well  aa  pupils,  are  at  lib- 
erty. They  have  earned  the  rest  which, 
hi  various  ways,  they  will  enjoy.  Some 
of  them  will  vlalt  their  homes  or  rela- 
tives from  whom  they  have  been  long 
parted.  All  will.  It  Is  to  be  hoped, 
enjuy  change  of  scene- as  well  as  of 
occupation. 

For  a  year  they  have  devoted  them- 
selves to  .  ^he  welfare  of  the  children 
with  an  earnestness  and  unselfishness  it 
would  be  l^rd  to  parallal  among  any 
other  class  of  workers.  Those  who 
know  teachers  best  are  most  ready  to 
testify  that  unfaithfulness  is  rare 
amon/g  them.  Want  of  experience,  ig- 
norance and  lack  of  Judgment  are  re- 
sponsible for  many  errors,  but  there  are 
few.  Indeed,  who  do  not  try  with  all 
their  might  to  do  their  duty  to  the 
children. 


A  Chraat  Day  ■  ' 

The  pupils  of  Kingston  Street  School 
will  long  remember  the  30th  of  June, 
1916,  the  last  day  of  the  school  term. 
E^rly  in  tho  morning  Mr.  Olbson 
brought  Dean  Kllnck  of  the  l^nlverslty 
to  see  their  school  garden.  After  look- 
ing over  it  carefully  and  scelng'^'every 
bed  and  border,  thosp  gentlemen  praised 
the  work  and  the  children.  Then  those 
who  deserved  them  received  their  honor 
rolls  and  the  list  of  promotions  to  the 
big  school  at  South  Park  was  read  out 
amid    much    clapping   of    hands. 

But  the  great  event  of  the  day  was 
the  picnic  at  Cadboro  Bay,  and  the  chil- 
dren *had  come  with  baskets  and  parcels 
of  all  shapes  and  bIsp8.  Some  of  them 
brought  their  little  brothers  and  sisters 
and  some  of  the  former  pupils  came  to 
help. 

When  Alderman  Torter  came  along 
with  his  big  motor  he  insisted  that  all 
the  heavier  baskets  and  bundles  should 
be  put  In  It  so  that  the  little  people 
should  be  free  to  enjoy  their  long  car 
ride. 

In  a  few  minutes  teachers  and  pupils 
were  on  l>oard  the  cars  and  after  a 
merry  ride  reached  the  Uplands.  There 
they  found  Alderman  Porter  waiting  to 
take  the  tiny  ones  to  the  beach  half  a 
mile  away.  It  was  long  after  dinner 
time  and  the  children  were  starving. 
But  they  'must  wait  till  the  spring  was 
found  and  the  big  boys  carried  the  water 
to  the  big  tea  house  very  kindly  lent 
them  by  the  proprietor  of  Beach  House. 
By  this  time  the  teachers.  Mls«  L,aw8on, 
Miss  Alrd.  Miss  Cameron,  Miss  Croft 
and  Miss  Seht,  with  the  help  of  the  big 
girls  had  set  the  tables  with  all  the 
good  things  their  mothers  had  sent. 
Such  a  feast  only  Victoria  mothers  can 
prepare.  When  even  the  hungriest  boy 
could  eat  no  more,  off  they  went,  little 
and  big  to  the  beach.  There  during  the 
whole  long,  cool  afternoon  they  played 
to  their  hearts"  content.  There  was  no 
one  to  say  "don't,"  for  the  older  children 
understood  that  swimming  waa  forbid- 
den. 

Singing,  playing,  digging  In  the  aand. 
fun  of  every  kind,  Ih  which  the  teachers 
ware  tha  merrieat  of  the  crowd,  lasted 
till  the  most  active  waa  tto-ed  and  It  waa 
tima  for  supper.  After  that  there  was 
singing  of  patriotic  songs  and  all  the 
school  favorites.  Dirty  dresses  and  wet 
blouaea  ware  unnoticed,  but  a  busy  half 
hour  was  spent  before  each  had  his  or 
her  basket  packed  and  found  hats 
and  uoata  ware  In  their  proper 
plaoea.  When  the  room  ha<]  been 
put  in  order.  th4  motor  car  waa  waiting 
again  and  with  it  two  bovea  of  fruit, 
so  that  avery  one  of  tba  hundred  and 
fifty  or  more  children  had  a  banana 
and  orange  to  top  off  with.  Mr.  Cooley 
had  brought  up  hi*  motor  ear,  so  with 
parting  ebecra  and  good  wishea  tha  Ilttla 
onaa  war*  talMa  .to  tha  .car8«  ,tlia  oldar 
ehildran  trooiMd  mMxiit  and  a  very  happy 
day  waa  over.

Their  work  Is  hard.  Only  ymothars 
who  find  the  control  of  their  own  little 
broods  a  test  of  the  best  that  is  in 
them,  can  realize  how  hard.  Evan 
when  most  successful,  the  teacher  too 
seldom  receives  the  commendation  for 
which   every   worker  longs. 

l^ew  cities  are  as  well  served  by 
their  teachers  aa  Victoria.  There  la 
an  element  of  permanence  in  our 
schools  that  makes  for  the  progreaa  of 
education.  Both  at  college  and  in  the 
world  of  business  or  Industry  do  the 
Kreat  majority  of  the  pupils  make  good. 
To  do  them  Justice,  most  of  the  young 
people  are  very  grateful  A.o  the  teachers 
who  have  taken  pains  with  them.  They 
have  their  nicknames  for  many  of 
them  and  their  Jokes  at  their  expense. 
But  down  in  the  bottom  of  their  haarts 
Is  an  afrection  and  a  respect  which  live 
long  after  childish  pranks  are  forgot- 
ten. The  assurance  of  this  Is  one  o^ 
the  compensations  of  the  after  years 
of  many  a  man  and  woman,  where 
youth  was  spent  in  the  schoolroom  in 
work  that  tired  and  sometimes  exhaus- 
ted   all    their    moral    strength. 

But  for  many,  perhaps  for  most,  in 
these  days  when  child  study  has  be- 
come a  science  taught  by  wise  a^d 
sympathetic  men  and  women,  there  is 
no  need  to  look  to  the  future  for  the 
love  and  gratitude  that  shinea  in  the 
bright  faces  of  those  from  whom  they 
are  loth  to  part  even  for  a  season. 
Yet  even  such  teachers  need  the  holi- 
day, which  all  who  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  their  work,  will  hope  will 
be  a  happy  one. 


A   Vaw   naa 

Many  devices  have  been  tried  to  lure 
the  people  of  overcrowded  cttiea  back 
to  the  land.  Most  of  these  have  been 
unsuccessful.  The  men  and  women 
who  were  city  bred  would  not  go  or, 
If  they  went,  failed  to  make  a  living. 
To  the  experienced  farmer  this  was  no 
surprise.  He  knew  that  his  business 
could  not  be  learned  in  one  season. 
The  best  farmers,  as  a  rule,  have  been 
born  on  the  land  and  learned  their 
flr.st  lessons  unconsciously  In  early 
childhood.  This  was  not  taken  Into  ac- 
count by  benevolent  people,  who  Im- 
agined that  those  who  had  been  failures 
In  city  life  would  succeed  as  farmers. 
In  but  few  cases  did  the  transplanting 
of  mature  men  and   women  succeed. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  Is  trying  a 
Aew  and  more  hopeful  plan.  The  Bu- 
reau of  Education  has  for  more  than  a 
year  consulted  with  farmera  in  all 
parts  of  the  State.  They  have  persuad- 
ed some  of  them  to  employ  schoolboys 
durinjT  the  Summer  vacation,  and  they 
have  Induced  the  boys  to  go.  Tha 
wages  are  not  large,  but  that  th»v4ads 
liked  the  work  Is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  they  returned  to  It  the  next  sea- 
son. The  number  of  farmers  who  want 
city  boys  has  Increased.  The  Portland 
Oregonlan.  which  gives  an  account  of 
the  movemont.  concludes  the  article 
with   the   followirv*r  paragraph: 

"The  new  plan  contemplates  giving 
the  bo.vs  an  opportunity  to  learn  for 
themselves,  under  average  conditions. 
Just  what  farm  life  Is  like.  No  glamor 
win  surround  It.  If  the  boys  do  not 
like  It  they  will  not  go  back  another 
year,  but  It  la  an  encouraging  sign  that 
more  and  more  of  them  are  aeeking  to 
extend  the  term  of  their  employment. 
State  granges  hav^  given  recognition 
to  the  movement  by  listing  tho  farmers' 
and  Investigating  them  as  to  character 
and  respenslhillty.  Grange  officials  are 
quoted  as  saying  ^that  events  thus  far 
give  cubstantlon  promisa.  It  tends  to 
reverse  the  old  plan  of  aending  tha 
older  men  from  the  cities  to  the  country 
»n«i  proposes  to  devata  lUelf  wholly  to 
the  youngsters  who.  if  they  surcaad. 
will  prove  a  substantial  addition  to  tha 
permanent  ranks  of  tillers  of  tha  aoll.** 


Just  completing  a  tour  of  tho  Pral- 
rlo  aacUoB.  during  which  ha  contlnuad 
Ms  Invaatlgatlona  Into  tha  aubjoct  of 
the  transportation  of  Western  Canada's 
wheat  crop  from  every  angle.  Mr.  W. 
Sandford  flhrana.  chairman  of  the 
Goorgian  Bay  Canal  CommiaaioB.  is  a 
vlaltor  In  the  city,  a  gueat  at  tho  Em- 
praaa  Hotel. '  Wblla  hara  ha  la  aacur- 
Ing  daU  which  will  later  ba  utUiaed 
whan  tho  tranaportation  question  of 
Canada,  as  affactod  by  the  Panama 
Canal  route,  oomea  to  be  considered  by 
the  commission,  but  his  real  object 
is  to  secure  a  brief  bolidajr  before  ha 
raturna  to  Ottawa. 

Mr.  Evana,  who  is  no  atranger  to 
'  Victoria,  the  attractions  of  which  ha 
enthuslaatlcally  praisaa,  haa  been  the 
hoa4  of  tha  commiaaion  for  the  paat 
two  yaara,  his  fellow  commissioners 
being  Major-General  Frank  Meighen.  of 
Montreal,  now  with  he  CanadUn  forces 
at  tha  front,  and  Mr.  Edouard  Oohier. 
of  Montreal.  The  com/nlsslon  waa  ap- 
pointed in  1914,  following  preliminary 
investigatlona  by  engineera  of  the 
Oovomment,  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  tho  "commarcial  feasibility"  of 
the  <^anal  and.  in  general,  upon  many 
elements  of  tha  transportation  prob- 
lem In  Canada.  Owing  to  tha  outbreak 
of  tha  war.  while  the  uommlssion  was 
organising  for  ita  work,  it  was  felt  that 
little  or  nothing  could  be  done  beyond 
gathering  of  data  which  will  later  be 
tha  baals  upon  which  the  commission 
will   work.

completed  and  aubmlttad  to  the  Fed- 
eral Governmanc  Many  of  the  con- 
clusions arrlvad  at  by  Mr.  Evans  give 
an  entirely  new  angle  to  the  great 
problem  of  transportation,  especially  In 
resiMCt  of  the  export  of  grain  and  tha 
preaent  ocean  freights  altuation.  One 
concluaion  he  arrived  at,  and  he  has 
facts  to  aupport  It,  is  that,  contrary 
to  general  belief,  the  existing  situa- 
tion in  tho  oooan  freight  market  con- 
aequent  upon  the  high  war  freighta. 
la  favorable  to  tha  .grain  shippers  of 
tho    North    American    continent. 

Oq^  his  trip  through  the  Prairie  sec- 
tions recently.  Mr.  Kvans  addressed  a 
large  number  of  business  organlsatlona 
at  most  of  the  important  Prairia  centrea 
where  the  great  and  Intricate  question 
of  tranaporunon  aa  It  affects  wheat 
yield  la  a  very  live  topic.  Mr.  Evans' 
conclusion^  are  that  existing  shipping 
methods  when  the  great  bulk  of  the 
crop  is  rushed  out  within  three  or  four 
montba  at  the  year's  end,  has  resulted 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  producer,  but 
to  the  profit  of  the  Old  Counttry  buyer. 
The  tablea  which  he  haa  compiled,  and 
which  form  the  most  Interesting  por- 
tion of  his  report.  Illustrate  tha  manner 
In  which  the  ahrewd  dealers  in  Kng- 
land  and  tho  Contingnt  follow  the  situ- 
ation and  buy  at  the  moment  when  the 
growera  on  thla,  aide  are  forced  from 
various  raaaona,  auch  aa  tranaportation 
facilitiea,  financial  obligatlona.  etc.,  to 
get  rid  of  their  product 

^  In  time,  when  the  Commiaalon'a  work 
ia  further  advanced,  the  question  of  the 
influence  of  the  Panama  Canal  aa  it 
may  affect  the  proposed  new  canal 
route,  will  be  studied,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose the  Commission  will  pay  a  visit 
to  this  Coaat. 

BxeaUant  Crop  ribapaota 

Speaking  of  conditlona  in  tha  Eaat 
Mr.  Evans  stated  that  on  the  Prairies 
they  are  good.  In  fact  that  faction,  aa- 
peclally  the  country  aectlona,  were  never 
in  a  better  condition  financially.  The 
enormoua  orop  of  last  year,  a  crop 
which  might  really  ba  aaid  to  hava  been 
a  "freak,"  ao  enormous  did  the  yield 
per  acre  prove,  haa  placed  the  country 
in  tha  Prairie  section  in  excellent  con- 
dition. Proapaeta  f6r  thla  yaar'a  yield 
are  good.  Tha  crop  la  a  little  backward 
In  aoma  aectlona,  but  aa  a  whole  it  went 
Into  the  ground  under  favorable  condi- 
tions; there  haa  bean  needed  moisture 
at  tha  right  time,  and  the  grain  is  com- 
ing along  walL  In  <act.  at  Medicine 
Hat  Mr.  Bvaaa  waa  preacnted  with  a 
■ample  of  vhaat  fully  beaded  out.  but 
that,  ha  admlU,  was  aomathing  excep- 
tional. There  ia  atlll  a  large  amount  of 
last  yaar'a  erep  atlll  in  interior  ele- 
vatora  in  the  Prairtes,  but  ^lia  ia  being 
moved  ataadtly  aaatward. 

In  the  far  Eaat  llnanoial  conditlona 
are  generally  favorable,  owing  to  the 
great  Impatna  given  to  the  raanufae- 
turing  Induatry  conaaquent  upon  the 
war  and  the  aaormoua  dxporU  of  grain 
and  other  natntal  produeta  But  there 
Is  ona  phaaa  of  tha  queation  which  re- 
qulraa  attantlon.  Mr.  Bvana  bellevea 
That  la  tha  prablani  to  ba  faced  whan 
tha  war  anda,  whan  tha  azeaaalva  da- 
naalid  far '  munltloiia  aod  auppliea  for 
atrtotly  war  uaa  ctaaaa.  It  la  hIa  opin- 
ion that  tho  problem  ahoultf  now  ba  re- 
ceiving conaldaratlon  in  order  that  whan 
tha  eauaa  of  tha  axcoptlonal  boalneaa  ac- 
tivity la  removod  there  ahall  be  no  an- 
wonted  dialoeatloa  la  tho  trad*  of  tha 
eoQ«try  other  than  what  aaanot  pdaal- 
biy   ia  avsldad.

Strikes,  apparently,  are  not  the  only 
cause  for  delays  in  the  loading  and  un- 
loading of  ocean  liners  on  this  Coast 
at  the'present  time.

Ttioae 
VI  ho  have  delayed  preserving,  but  still 
are  inclined  to  can  strawberries  for 
v^  inter  use.  will  be  well  advised  to 
make  their  purchaaea  at  onee.  Local 
ourrlea  for  preserving  puVposes  were 
being  reuiled  yesterday  at  11.75  per 
c*>-ate,  and  little  hope  la  held  out  of 
their  being  any  cheaper  during  the  re- 
nalnder  of  the  aeason. 

On  Tuesday  night,  the  iMSt  car  of 
btrries  for  export  to  the  Prstrlea  was 
Packed  by  the  growers.  This  makes  a 
total  of  ten  cars  for  the  season.  TMse 
Khiproenta  included  the  export  from  the 
Kuatlngs  District,  as  well  aa  from  Oor- 
Uun  Head.  While  the  total  was  two 
ears  In  excess  of  last  year's  shipments, 
the  deduction  of  the  Heatings  growers' 
contribution  Is  expected  to  make  the 
Cordon  Head  export  figures  about  the 
snme  aa  a  year  ago.  This  la  the  first 
>ear  Keating*  growers  have  sold  In 
outside  markets.  It  is  not  to  be  under. 
blood  that  this  year'a  crop  has  been  on 
a  par  with  last,  for  In  other  ways  the 
conditions    have    not    been   as   geo<L 

It  la  yet  too  soon  to  determine  the 
percentage  of  yield  this  year,  but  It 
vus  little  better  than  50  per  cent.  The 
»aln  which  fell  ten  days  ago  extended 
the  picking  season  by  nearly  tw«  Weeks. 
fut  came  two  late  to  make  the  yteld 
C'>mmensurate  with  the  acreage.  In 
uome  caees.  where  the  propertleo  of  old 
i:iants  was  high,  the  crop  Is  reported 
to  have  been   nearly  a   failure. 

The  Gordon  Head  growers  are  still 
optimistic.  Next  years  acreage  la  ex- 
oected  to  be  about  double  that  of  this 
y^ar  Provided  weather  conditions  are 
•easonably  favorable,  the  yield  should 
t>e  three  to  four  times  greater  than  was 
the  rase  this  season.  In  that  event  the 
export  to  the  Pralrlea  may  be  expected 
to  reach  forty  or  fifty  cars.  In  tbe 
meantime  the  growers  would  be  very 
fc'ad  to  get  In  touch  with  any  person 
hr.ving  any  Influence  over  the  westhcr 
conditions  during  May  and  June  of  next 
year.
